FIVE ‘PUPPET AGENTS, HOOLIGANS' CAPTURED AT SEA

[Text] QUAN DOI NHAN DAN, in a recent issue, carried the following story 
about the combatants of the Minh Hai naval group, who resourcefully arrested 
a whole gang of pirates: 


One day in mid-July, a boat bearing plate No 01 of the Minh Hai naval 

group stationed in Minh Chau village, Cam Pha District [Queng Ninh Province], 
left an island for a fishing trip. When the boat was some 10 nautical 
miles from the wharf, combatant (Nguyen Gia Bong) sighted a boat ahead of 
him. He immediately reported to the boat captain on the presence of this 
strange boat about 3} nautical miles away. 


After he sighted the boat himself, the captain ordered an intensive obser- 
vation of its movement in preparation for combat. The Minh Hai naval boat 
increased its speed and moved closer to the strang* »oat. When he was 
within sight of the boat, the captain had combatant (Nguyen Lam) send a 
Signal. The strange boat did not answer but turned and sped away in the 
northeastern direction. The captain ordered a warning shot. After boat 
No 1 fired a salvo, the strange boa’ ran away at full speed and we chased 
it. The distance between the two beats gradually narrowed; our combatants 
were alert and ready in their posit. ons. 


Boat No Ol was now very close to its target. Aboard the fleeing boat were 
8 persons who were all later arrested. They were former puppet agents 

and hooligans residing in Danang. They had been at sea for several days 
and nights during which they had committed five robberies. This time, 
faced with the resourceful, courageous and valiant spirit of the cadres 
and combatants of the Minh Hai naval group, the reactionaries were caught 
in the net of justice.

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[ILLEGAL EMIGRANTS TRIED--Hanoi, VNA, August 21--A public trial has been 
held by the people's court in Ninh Hoa District in the central coastal 
province of Phu Khanh to try a group of persons who stole a boat and 
other property from fishermen in an attempt to illegally flee abroad, 
On January 29 of this year, the group, led by Le Men, Trieu Gai and 
Nguyen Gao stole a motor boat belonging to the Dong Nai Fishing Enter- 
prise in Ninh Hoa District. They used arms to rob seven fishing boats 
of fuel, food and other property. They were arrested before reaching 
international waters. Le Men and his collaborators received prison 
terms ranging from 12 to 20 years. Another court in Tuy Hoa District 
in the same province, tried Le Van Luong, Vu Ngoc Hung and Nguyen Ngoc Ky 
on similar charges. On July 29, 1979, this group used knives to rob a 
fisherman of his boat in the town of Tuy Hoa. They were arrested by 
the militia on their way to the open sea on the following day. 

Luong was sentenced to 16 years imprisonment while the other two were

SRV RELEASES MEMORANDUM ON TENSION IN S.E. ASIA

[Text] Hanoi VNA August 26--The causes of tension in Southeast Asia and 
appropriate proposals for easing it are explained in a memorandum released 


here today by the Foreign Ministry of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam. 


The document reads in full as follows: 





MEMORANDUM 
of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of the Socialist Republic of Viet Nam 


The government of the Socialist Republic of Viet Nam deems it necessary 
to explain the truth about current tension in South-east Asia, and to pro- 
pose appropriate means of settling this situation. 


Part 1 


Where Does the Threat to the Security of Thailand 
And to Peace and Stability in South-“ast Asia Come From? 


Thai ruling circles and a number of other people consider that the situation 
in Kampuchea and the presence of Vietnamese troops there constitutes a 
threat to Thailand and is the reason for the lack of peace and stability 

in this region. 


What is the truth? 


1. Over the past 40 years, South-east Asia has been one of the most 
unstable regions in the world, a region in which there has been unremitting 
war and no peace. It was an important theatre of operations during World 
War Two; after 1945, many South-east Asian countries were victims of colonial 
wars waged by the French, British and Dutch colonialists; then came the U.S. 
imperialists' war of aggression in Indochina. Over the past 30 years and 
more, the Chinese ruling circles, acting through Maoist organizations and 

the Agency of Chinese Nationals, and by other means, have fomented civil 





wars and disturbances in Burma, Malaysia, the Philippines and Thailand, 
engineered a coup d'etat in Indonesia, and made claims on the territory 

of several South-east Asian countries, China has clearly revealed its 
designs to monopolize control of the eastern sea, (The maps published ~y 
China since 1950 show China's southern sea borders extending to within 12 
miles of the coasts of Viet Nam, Malaysia, Indonesia and the Philippines, 
and thus ignoring those countries’ exclusive economic zones and continental 
shelves.) China used force to seize the Vietnamese Hoang Sa Archipelago 
(Paracels) in January 1974, and is claiming sovereignty over the Vietnamese 
Truong Sa Archipelago (Spratleys). After the U.S, imperialists' defeat in 
Indochina, the reactionary ruling circles in Beijing worked through the 
Genocidal Pol Pot Regime to turn Kampuchea into a springboard for expansion; 
waged a war of aggression against Viet Nam from two directions; seriously 
threatened Laos; and stirred up opposition between the A.S.E.A.N. and the 
Indochinese Countries, while continuing assistance to Maoist rebellions 
against the administrations of South-east Asian countries. 


Thus, the real causes undermining independence, peace and stability in this 
region from the early 40's til 1975 were militarism, colonialism, U.S. 
imperialism and the Chinese reactionaries. And at present, the policy of 
big-nation expansion and hegemony pursued by the Beijing ruling circles 
(word indistinct] in collusion with the U.S. imperialists constitutes a 
general, direct and long-term threat to the independence, peace and stabi- 
lity of the countries in this part of the world. On the other hand, along 
with the struggle of South-east Asian peoples, the tenacious and victorious 
fight of the three Indochinese peoples against colonialism, U.S. imperialism 
and the Beijing expansionists has removed obstacles to the development of 
the countries in this region, and made a great contribution to the defence 
of peace and stability in South-east Asia and in the world. History has 
shown that the Soviet Union has always been a friend of the South-east Asian 
peoples, and that it has strongly supported the struggle for peace, inde- 
pendence and prosperity waged by the three Indochinese countries and by 

the peoples of other countries in this region. 


2. Despite their defeats in Kampuchea, Viet Nam and Laos in 1979, the 
reactionary ruling circles in Beijing have not abandoned their hostile 
policy towards the three Indochinese countries in an attempt to achieve 
their expansionist and hegemonistic ambitions in South-east Asia. They 
still entertain great illusions about taking advantage of the current 
rainy season to intensify their activities against the three I[ndochinese 
countries. In collusion with the United States, and through the agency 
of Thailand, they are striving to push remnant pol pot troops and other 
Khmer reactionaries back to Kampuchea from Thailand for the purpose of 
disrupting the Kampuchean revolution and maintainin’ hostilities along the 
Kampuchean-Thai border. 


Meanwhile they are conducting a feverish international campaign (?aimed) 
at retaining a seat in the United Nations for the pol pot clique, dissuading 
other countries from recognizing the People's Revolutionary Council of 














Kampuchea, undermining the trend towards a dialogue between che A,5,E.A.N. 
countries and Viet Nam, and wrecking peace and stability in South-east 
Asia. At the same time, the Beijing reactionaries have stepped up their 
anti-Viet Nam activities in all fields: delaying the 3rd round of the 
Viet Nam-China talks; sending more troops to the Sino-Vietnamese border; 
intensifying armed provocations and violations of Viet Nam's territorial 
sovereignty on land, in the air and on the sea; imposing an economic 
blockade; conducting a psychological war; continuing attempts to ‘oment 
disturbances in Viet Nam from within; making more threats to "launch 
another attack on Viet Nam." They have increasingly intimidated and 
threatened Laos, and have stepped up their attempts to bring about a 
"peaceful evolution" and foment disturbances in Laos, to drive a wedge 
between Laos, Viet Nam and Kampuchea, and to undermine the solidarity of 
the three Indochinese countries. The so-called "voluntary repatriation" 
and a series of armed provocations initiated by Thailand along the Thai- 
Kampuchean border, the Thai incursion into Lao territory along the Mekong 
River, Thailand's closing of its border with Laos, and the current slander 
campaign against Viet Nam, are all calculated, coordinated parts of Beijing's 
overall criminal scheme. 














Public opinion has no choice but to be vigilant in view of the feverish 
activities of the U.S. authorities as they increase their collusion with 
the Beijing expansionists in the manoeuvres against the three Indochinese 
countries. The Carter administration has joined China in a loud slander 
campaign against Viet Nam and has helped the Thai ruling circles step up 
violations of Kampuchea's territorial sovereignty: it organized an urgent 
air-lift of infantry weapons, tanks and heavy artillery to Thailand and sent 
more U.S. military personnel to Thailand, and its warships have visited 
Thailand. It has put pressure on A.S.E.A.N. to become a military alliance, 
and is going ahead with plans to establish new B.52 strategic bomber bases 
in Australia... 
























3. Over the past 40 years, all aggressors of the three Indochinese countries 
have tried to mask their designs and justify their acts of aggression as 
"opposition to the danger of communist expansion." 













In 1979, China and the United States conducted a succession of slander 
campaign accusing Viet Nam of "aggressing Kampuchea," "exporting refugees," 
“using toxic chemicals in Kampuchea," "creating famine to exterminate the 
Kampuchean nation," "invading Thailand"”...however, the facts about the events 
of the past year and more have given the lie to these slanderous allegations. 
Now they have concocted a story about a so-called Vietnamese threat to 
Thailand, designed to trigger off anti-Vietnam campaign. 


Is Viet Nam a threat to Thailand? 


Viet Nam, Laos and Kampuchea have never sent troops to Thailand at any time 
in history. But Laos and Kampuchea have often been victims of Thai aggres- 
sion, in the same way as Viet Nam has been a victim of Chinese aggression, 
as well as being invaded three times by Thai troops. 


During the past 40 years alone, Thailand has twice sent troops to invade 


the Indochinese countries: in 1940 it sent troops to seize four Kampuchean 
provinces and a part of the territory of Laos on the western bank of the 

Mekong River; and in the 60's it sent troops to Viet Nam, Laos and Kampuchea 
to participate inthe U.S. imperialists’ war of aggression against the three 


Indochinese countries. In addition, it has twice during the past 40 years 
allowed enemies of the three Indochinese countries to use Thai territory as 
a base against them: during the 60's, the United States established miii- 
tary bases for the Kampuchean and Lao reactionaries’ activity against the 
three Indochinese countries. In the late 50's and early 60's, Thailand 
opposed the policy of neutrality of Kampuchea and Laos. Some members o° 
the Thai ruling circles still nurture big-nation ambitions of incorporating 
Laos and Kampuchea into Thailand's sphere of influence. There is absolutely 
no question of Viet Nam threatening aggression against Thailand: there is 
only a question of China, the main aggressor Viet Nam has had to contend 
with throughout history, aad Thailand, the main aggressor Kampuchea and 
Laos have had to contend with throughout history, colluding against the 
three Indochinese ~ es. 


Throughout their ‘* history, as well as during the past 100 years and 
more, the peoples .. . three Indocuinese countries have been the frequent 
victims of external aggressive forces. The colonialists, the militarists, 
the U.S. imperialists and the Chinese expansionists have all had ambitions 
to dominate all three Indochinese countries. They have considered the 
three countries to be one single battlefield, and yet at the same time they 
have sought to sow division among them, to arouse national enemity, and 

to pit the three countries against each other. The peoples of the three 
countries have at any given point in time always had the same common enemy. 
In order to gain and defend their independence and freedom, it is therefore 
of vital importance that the three nations be closely united to fight their 
common enemy. It was in this spirit that Viet Nam sent troops on three 
occasions to fight the common enemy shoulder to shoulder with the fraternal 
peoples of Laos and Kampuchea. On both of the first two occasions, the 
Vietnamese troops were withdrawn after the war had ended. At present, there 
are Vietnamese armed forces in Laos and Kampuchea under the Viet Nam-Laos 
and Viet Nam-Kampuchea treaties of peace, friendship and cooperation, in 
order to defend the independence, sovereignty, territorial integrity and 
the life of peaceful labour of each people. While fighting shoulder to 
shoulder with the fraternal peoples of Laos and Kampuchea, Vietnamese troops 
have never gone beyond the territories of the three countries, and war has 
never spread outside tle Indochinese peninsula. The presence of Vietnamese 
troops in Kampuchea and Laos threatens nobody; it only serves to extend 
mutual assistance in defending the independence and freedom of each country 
against the forces of aggression and those who wouli sabotage the peace and 
stability of the countries in this region. 


The Thai authorities have on many occasiors rejected Viet Nam's proposal 
that Viet Nam and Thailand sign a treaty of non-ags ~*ssion on the grounds 
that there is no threat from Viet Nam; in the meantime, they have joined 








China and the United States in raising a hullaballoo about a so-called 
danger of aggression trom Viet Nam, As a matter of fact, what China, the 
United States and Thailand want is for the Vietnamese side alone to make 
commitments, so ae to tie ite hande while Thailand has a free hand to inter- 
fere in Kampuchea and Laos, and to act against Vietnam without encountering 
any riporte, 


4, Although the Beijing reactionaries pretend to be concerned about the 
security of Thailand, they are in fact, drawing the latter into a dangerous 
trap. In furtherance of its expansionist and hegemonist aime China always 
tries to get other countries involved in confrontation and war, [eo] that 

it can eit on the sidelines and benefit from the situation. It is making 
every possible effort to transform the hostility between iteelf and the 
Indochinese countries into hostility between Thailand and the Asean countries 
on the one hand, and the Indochinese countries on the other. China wante 

to foster and equip the remnant pol pot troops through the agency’ of Thailand, 
to use Thai territory as a springboard for prolonged “guerrilla warfare" 
againet the “ampuchean people, in order to create tension along the Kampuchea- 
Thailand border. In the past China wae prepared to fight the United States 
to the last Vietnamese, and more recently tried through the pol pot clique, 
to fight Viet Nam to the last Kampuchean; similarly, Beijing's wild plan 

now is actually to fight Kampuchea and Viet Nam to the last Thai. The 
reactionary ruling circles in Beijing are trying hard to pit the Asean 
countries against Viet Nam, Laos and Kampuchea, in order to weaken the 

three Indochinese countries and destabilize the Asean countries. These 
efforts to further China's hegemonistic schemes are similar to its efforte 

.) get NATO involved in a confrontation with the Warsaw Bloc and to involve 
che United States na war with the Soviet Union so that all parties are 
weakened, and China, remaining an onlooker, may achieve world hegemony. 


In short, the strategic calculations of the reactionary ruling circles in 
Beijing run completely counter to the interests of the South-east Asian 
peoples, which are peace, stability and cooperation among the countries 
of this region; they also run counter to the interests of world peace and 
international cooperation. 


Part 2 
How To Preserve Peace and Stability 


in South-East Asia and Settle the Tension 
Along the Kampuchean-Thai Border 


1. From the above analysis, it can be seen that if a durable and lasting 
peace and stability are to be establishea in Soutn-east Asia, it is essential 
to block China's policy of using military force, threats of aggression and 
subversive activities against the three Indochinese countries, and indulging 
in subversive activities against the other South-east Asian countries through 
the agency of Maoist rebels, with the aim of expansion and hegemony in South- 
east Asia; one must respect the national rights of the peoples in this region, 








particularly the right of the Kampuchean people to get rid of the genocidal 
pol pot regime=-an agent of Beijing's expansionism--and to build their 
-ountry, Kampuchea, in accordance with their aspirations, 


The presence of Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea is the result of China using 
the stooge pol pot=ieng sary clique againet Kampuchea and Viet Nam and ot 
Chinese threats to the national rights of Kampuchea and Viet Nam, As soon 
as China has ceased ite threats to the peace and security of Kampuchea and 
Viet Nam, and when the People's Revolutionary Council of Kampuchea requests 
it, the Vietnamese troops will be withdrawn, 


The key to a settlement of the so-called "Kampuchean problem" lies in China 
terminating ite policy of hostility towards the three indochinese countries. 
But China is treacherously trying to create a diversion, by pitting Thailand 
and other A.S.E.A.N. countries against the Indochinese countries, in order 
to destroy peace and stability in South-east Asia. 


The A.S.E.A.N. and the Indochinese countries have differences, but they 
share common interests, namely peace, stability and cooperation which they 
need in order to develop themselves into prosperous countries, each in ite 
own way. Both the Indochinese counties and the five A.S.E.A.N. countries 
have to take care of their security. it is necessary for them to respect 
each other's legitimate interests. The A.S.E.A.N. and the Indochinese 
countries should put aside their differences to promote relations of lasting 
cooperation and friendship on the basis of mutual understanding, respect 

for each other's legitimate interests, and peaceful coexistence without 
foreign interference. Such is the spirit and essential contents of the 
peace proposals put forward in the joint communique of the First Conference 
of Foreign Ministers of the three Indochinese countries, held in Phnom Penh 
on January 5, 1980, proposale which were further elaborated in the statement 
of the Second Conference of Foreign Ministers of the three Indochinese 
countries, held in Vientiane on July 17 and 18, 1980. Viet Nam, Laos and 
Kampuchea attach particular importance to their relations with Thailand. 
Good relations between Thailand and the Indochinese countries constitute 

an important factor contributing to peace and stability in South-east 

Asia, and the three Indochinese countries have asserted their respect for 
Thailand's independence, sovereignty and territorial integrity within its 
present borders. it is necessary to point out here that commitments cannot 
be expected of one side only. The Thai side should also show its goodwill, 
not only in words but by practical deeds. The Thai people themselves 

demand that the Bangkok authorities act in the legitimate national interests 
of Thailand itself, and not on behalf of Beijing's expansionist and hegemo- 
nistic ambition. 


2. While efforts are being made to establish a Sout)-east Asian region of 
peace and stability and to remove the obstacles created by Beijing's policy 
of expansion and hegemony, an immediate and urgent problem is to find an 
early solution to the potentially explosive situation on the Thai-Kampuchean 
border. 





To thie end, the People's Revolutionary Council of Kampuchea has put forward 
4 4=point proposal, 


The Thai ruling circles have rejected the proposal of the Kampuchean side, 
and the Asean countries issued a joint l2=point statement in Manila on 
Auguet 1, 1980, 


by comparing the respective stands taken by the People's Revolutionary 
Council of Kampuchea and by Thailand, one can clearly see where the goodwill 
is, and which is the correct and fair path to peace and etability on the 
Kampuchean-Thai border and a contribution to peace and etability in South- 
east Asia, 


A. On a demilitarized zone along the Kampuchean-Thai border, 


The People's Revolutionary Council of Kampuchea has proposed that “Kampuchea 
and Thailand undertake to maintain peace and stability in border areas and 
to refrain from using these areas ae epringboards from which to violate 

each other's sovereignty,” and 


"To establish a demilitarized zone in border areas between the two countries; 
and to set up a two-party joint commission to implement the agreements 
ensuring peace and stability on the border and reach agreement on a form 

of international control." 


The Thai side has rejected the Kampuchean proposal on the grounds that 
Thailand is not a party to the conflict in Kampuchea and that there are 

only military clashes between opposing sides on Kampuchean territory. 
However, it is well-known that over the past year ..d more, the situation 

in Kampuchea has become increasingly stable, and that military clashes 

have taken place not inside Kampuchean territory, but in Kampuchean-Thai 
border areas where remnant pol pot troops and other reactionary Khmer groups 
have infiltrated from Thailand into Kampuchea for disruptive activities 

with the protection and assistance of Thailand. Military clashes on the 
Kampuchean-Thai border along with massive concentrations of armed forces 

on both sides of the border have led to a very tense and explosive situation 
which is causing concern to world opinion. All the measures proposed by 

the Thai side (establishing safe ewelling areas, U.N. control...) are 
related to the situation on both sides of the Thai-Kampuchean border. This 
in iteelf reveals that there are destabilizing factors on both sides of 

the border between the two countries. For more than a year and particularly 
since June 1980, some people in the Thai ruling circles have raised a con- 
stant hue and cry about a “threat to the security of Thailand from Kampuchea"; 
yet, now they claim that there is no problem on the Kampuchean-Thai border. 
From this, it can only be concluded that their propaganda over the past 

year and more concerning a threat to Thailand has consisted of sheer fabri- 
cations, designed to give them a pretext to interfere in the internal 
affairs of Kampuchea, and to cover up the fact that they are trying hard 

to help the pol pot clique and other reactionary Khmer groups use sanctuaries 
in Thailand to oppose the Kampuchean people. 
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The Thai ruling circles have also maintained that the establishment of a 
demilitariged sone on the Thai siae of the border amounts to a loss of Thai 
sovereignty over the said sone and a sacrifice by Thailand of a part of ite 
territory,...if they fear a lows of Thai sovereignty, why then do they 
demand the establishment of a demilitarized gone of peace inside Kampuchea’ 


Thailand has proposed the establishment only on Kampuchean territory of a 
demilitarised sone of peace, where the Kampuchean government's power would 
be abolished and replaced by U.N. authority; whereas on the Thai side of 
the border there would only be U.N. observers stationed. Thue Thailand 
clearly wants to abolish the sovereignty of Kampuchea over a part of 
Kampuchean territory, to set up 4 state within a state, and by the presence 
of U.N. observers to legalise the “sanctuaries” of the Khmer reactionaries 
in Thai-Kampuchean border areas. It wants to remove the presence of the 
Kampuchean armed forces from Kampuchean border areas, while the Thai armed 
forces, including artillery and the air force, would have a right to be 
stationed close to the border, thue posing 4 constant threat to Kampuchea's 
sovereignty and territory, and would aleo be free to support the reactionary 
Khmer groupe which infiltrate into Kampuchea to oppose the Kampuchean 
revolution, without fear of counter-attack. 


As is well-known, the remnant pol pot troops and other reactionary Khmer 
groups in Kampuchea are now only armed bandit groups hiding in Kampuchean- 
Thai border areas. in Thailand and a number of other South-east Asian 
countries, there are also anti-government arwed Maoist rebel groups; will 
it now be considered necessary to establish demilitarized zones of peace 
in Thailand and other South-east /sian countries to provide those Maoist 
rebele with safe sanctuaries under U.N. aegis as well? Don't the various 
countries have a right to take necessary security measures to punish armed 
rebeis opposing the people? 


Thailand's proposal is clearly designed not to avoid clashes and ease 
tension, but, instead, to violate the sovereignty of Kampuchea and interfere 
in ite internal affairs, in keeping with Beijing's schemes. On the other 
hand, according to the proposal of the People's Revolutionary Council of 
Kampuchea, the demilitarized zone would only mean an absence of armed 

forces and of military activity in or across the area specified by the two 
sides; the civilian administrative services of each side are to continue 
exercising their authority and civilians are to live and carry on their 
normal work in the demilitarized zone; international control in the demili- 
tarized zone is to be mutually agreed upon on the basis of respect for each 
country's sovereignty. In short, the purpose of the demilitarized zone 

as proposed by the People's Revolutionary Council of Kampuchea is to avoid 
armed clashes, to preserve peace and stability in torder areas, to safe- 
guard the sovereignty and security of each country, and to protect the normal 
life of the people of the two countries in border areas. 


B. On the problem of Kampuchean refugees in Thailand and humanitarian aid. 
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Points 2 and 3 in the 4=point proposal of the People's Revolutionary Council 
of Kampuchea have put forward measures for a correct settlement of these 
humanitarian problems, However, the Thai side has adamantly stuck to ite 
untenable stand, 


The Thai ruling circles hold that it is necessary to establish safe dwelling 
areas or a demilitarized gone of peace on Kampuchean territory to ensure 
safety for the refugees, If they are really concerned about the safety 

of the refugees, why do they not move them to centres far from combat 

areas, or to third countries, in accordance with their wishes? Why have 
they brought Kampuchean refugees to the very areas along the Thai-Kampuchean 
border where military clashes are taking place, and then demanded that their 
safety be guaranteed? Why have they turned refugee camps into sanctuaries 
for the reactionary Khmer armed forces? Why have they used the repatriation 
of refugees ae a cover for the military infiltrations of the reactionary 
Khmer forces into Kampuchea’? If they really have humanitarian concerns, 

why have they deliberately turned the refugee and relief issues into polit- 
ical conflicts and provocations leading to military clashes? 


It is common knowledge that the Kampuchean refugees in Thailand include 
civilians who left their country because of famine, because of the fear of 
war, or because of coercion from remnant pol pot troops compelling them to 
flee with them, Mixed with the civilian refugees are fairly large numbers 
of remnant pol pot troops and other armed Khmer reactionaries, who are also 
regarded as refugees by Thailand. Under the 1949 Geneva Convention on 
neutral statue and the 1951 convention on refugee status, the remnant pol 
pot troops and the other armed Khmer forces opposing the People's Revo- 
lutionary Council of Kampuchea who have fled Thailand, are not to be 
regarded as refugees. They must be disarmed and concentrated in separate 
camps far from combat zones. However, the Thai side has allowed the armed 
Khmer reactionaries to remain in refugee camps on the Thai~Kampuchean 

border and to control these camps; and now it demands that these camps be 
moved inside Kampuchea territory to so-called “demilitarized zones of peace" 
exclamation so the Thai ruling circles are not interested in ensuring the 
safety of the refugees. The point is that because the pol pot clique is 

no longer in control of the populaton or land in Kampuchea, the humanitarian 
label has to be used to create refugee camps which can be placed under the 
control of the armed Khmer reactionaries, and thus establish a foothold for 
them inside Kampuchea. If we really are considering refugees, what other 
country has established inviolable sanctuaries on its territory to encourage 
refugees to settle there? 


On the pretext of giving aid on a fair basis to both sides: the Thai ruling 
circles insist on the distribution of relief goods on the Thai-Kampuchean 
border and transportation of the same by land across the border. What is 
the real situation? Over the past year and more, three-fourths of the 
relief goods from western countries channelled through international humani- 
tarian organization have been sent to the Thai-Kampuchean border areas, and 
only one-fourth has been delivered inside Kampuchean territory. Many 
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objective observers have affirmed that hardly any of the relief goods have 
actually reached the Kampuchean refugees: almost all of them have fallen 
into the hands of the pol pot clique and the other Khmer reactionaries, 

In November 1979, U.S. Congreseawoman Holteman visited a refugee camp on 

the Thailand-Kampuchea border and said that she had found "pol pot soldiers 
looking healthy and well-fed while children were starving" (VOA, November 
5, 1979). V.eleus people in Thai ruling circles have even brazenly tried 
to pressure the international organizations to distribute relief goods on 
the Thai-Kampuchean border, threatening that otherwise, Thailand would deny 
air and sea transport facilities for goods going from Bangkok to Phnom Penh. 
in 1979 there was famine in Kampuchea, but the situation was not eo serious 
as was loudly claimed by the propaganda machines of Thailand, China and 

the United States. The famine in Kampuchea wae deliberately exaggerated, 
and figures topping the million mark were bandied about (while there were 
in fact only 150,000 refugees). The purpose wae to misuse the humanitarian 
aid label to supply the Khmer reactionaries; to entice Kampucheans to [flee 
to Thailand as refugees so as to have a source of new recruits for their 
political and military forces; to create inetability along the Kampuchean 
border; to facilitate infiltration into Kampuchea for disruptive activities 
against the Kampuchean revolutionary power; and to misuse the humanitarian 
aid and enrich a number of people in Thailand. 


The Thai ruling circles claimed that they had allowed the voluntary repatria- 
tion of refugees on humanitarian grounds. If this was rea.ly so, why did 
they adamantly refuse tc negotiate, and unilaterally take measures to be 
imposed on Kampuchea, when the People's Revolutionary Council of Kampuchea 
stated its readiness to negotiate euch repatriation? Obviously they wanted 
to use the refugees to further their political and military designs. In 

the dry season of 1979, when the remnant pol pot troops faced the prospect 

of disintegration, they opened the border to them and used food to entice 
Kampucheans to flee to Thailand as refugees. When the rainy season set in, 
and the pol pot clique and the other reactionary Khmer groups imagined that 
they might be able to indulge in disruptive activities under cover of 
favourable weather conditions, Thailand pushed the refugees back across the 
border, which was tantamount to using civilians, including women and children 
as shield behind which to send back Khmer reactionaries, after they had 
recuperated and been better equipped to fight the Kampuchean people. This 

is the truth about the massive and brutal driving of tens of thousands of 
refugees back across the border during the 1979 rainy season. This is also 
the essence of the so-called “voluntary repatriation plan" that the Thai 
ruling circles are trying hard to carry out in the current rainy season. 


The proposals of the People's Revolutionary Council of Kampuchea constitute 
practical measures for a good solution to the refugee and relief problem, 
through negotiations and cooperation between the tw sides and with inter- 
national organizations. They have humanitarian aims, will contribute to 
peace and stability in the border areas of the two countries, and are based 
on respect for the independence and sovereignty of Kampuchea and Thailand. 
Any measure put forward under a humanitarian label which has not been nego- 
tiated and which tramples upon Kampuchea's sovereignty cannot be carried out. 
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C, On the form of negotiations, 


The People's Revolutionary Council of Kampuchea has shown great flexibility 
and much goodwill with regard to the negotiating method: the negotiations 
may be conducted directly, or indirectly through a country representing 
Kampuchea and another representing Thailand, or through an intermediary to 
be mutually agreed upon, 


The Thai side has refused to negotiate with the People's Revolutionary 
Council of Kampuchea on the grounds that it does not recognize the People's 
Republic of Kampuchea, However, we should here recall that over the past 
20 years, the United States and Viet Nam have conducted negotiations and 
signed agreements three times, but have still not recognized each other 
(the 1954 Geneva agreements on Indochina, the 1962 Geneva agreement on 
Laos, and the 1973 Paris agreement on Viet Nam). Furthermore, in 1955, 
although Viet Nam and Thailand had not recognized each other, their Red 
Crosse societies conducted negotiations in Rangoon and reached an agreement 
on the repatriation of Vietnamese residents in Thailand, In international 
relations, there are many examples of countries entering into negotiations 
to settle disputes even though they have not recognized each other. 


The Thai side also holds that the proposals of the three Indochinese countries 
are designed to make it recognize the People's Revolutionary Council of 
Kampuchea. But the latter has made it clear that it does not link the 
recognition question with negotiations. As a matter of fact, various U.N. 
organizations have negotiated with the People's Revolutionary Council of 
Kampuchea to organize the humanitarian relief work even though the council 
has not yet recovered its rightful seat at the United Nations. 


The only possible conclusion which can be drawn is that the reason put 
forward by the Thai side is sheer fabrication and sophistry. As a matter 

of fact, some people in the Bangkok ruling circles, under Beijing's pressure, 
do not want negotiations in any form whatsoever: they only want to impose 
unilateral measures which are tantamount to crude violation of Kampuchea's 
sovereignty. 


In short, the measures proposed by the Thai side are aimed not at easing 
tension and preserving peace and stability in South-east Asia, but only at 
achieving collusion with the Bellicose elements in Beijing in order to 
interfere in the internal affairs of Kampuchea, encroach upon its sovereignty 
and oppose the three Indochinese countries. Together with China, Thailand 
has created tension along the Thailand-Kampuchea border, and has used the 
Kampuchean refugee problem and the humanitarian relief issue in Kampuchea 
in an attempt to bring about a situation in which there are two forces and 
two zones in Kampuchea. It has also demanded a political solution to the 
so-called Kampuchean problem in keeping with the interests of Chinese 
expansionism and hegemonism and the Thai reactionaries’ "great-Thai-ism." 
This is a short-sighted and dangerous policy at variance with the true 
interests of the Thai people, detrimental to Thailand itself and to peace 
and stability in South-east Asia. 
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The 4=point proposal put forward at the Conference of Foreign Ministers 

of Laos, Kampuchea and Viet Nam in Vientiane ia a reasonable, logical and 

fair one which respects the legitimate interests of Kampuchea and Thailand, 
This ie the correct path to peace and stability along the Kampuchean-Thai 
border, and it safeguards the sovereignty and security of both countries. 

The serious stand and the goodwill of the People's Revolutionary Council 

of Kampuchea, and of the three Indochinese countries, are winning increasingly 
broad approval from world public opinion, which regards them as a positive 
factor for easing tension and contributing both to peace, stability and coop- 
eration in South-east Asia and to world peace, 


The just cause of the peoples of Viet Nam, Laos and Kampuchea enjoys broad 
approval and support from the Soviet Union and the other socialist countries 
and from peace-and-justice-loving people throughout the world. The trend 
towards peace, cooperation and friendship among South-east Asian nations 

is developing because it is the earnest aspiration of hundreds of millions 
of South-east Asians. All attempts by the Chinese expansionists, acting in 
collusion with the U.S. imperialists, to oppose Viet Nam, Kampuchea and 

Laos and to pit the Asean countries against the Indochinese countries are 
doomed to dismal failure.

[Draft of the "System of National Economy Planning" | 


[Text | (Editor's Note: To contribute to gradually creating a solid 
foundation for the task of planning the national economy, the Planning and 
Management Research Institute of the State Planning Commission has drafted 
a "System of National Economy Planning." We are publishing that draft so 
that our readers may study it and contribute opinions. ) 


The resolution of the Fourth Party Congress set forth the common line for 
the socialist revolution and the line toward developing our country's 
socialist economy during the new revolutionary phase. At the same time, it 
set forth the direction for building and gradually perfecting the new 
economic management system, the central concern of which is planning. 


In order to develop the effect of planning in economic management and con- 
tribute to strengthening the socialist economic legal system, we are 
promulgating the following planning system for the national economy: 


Chapter I 
General Regulations 


Article 1: The state plan is the party's "second program" and is the 
principal implement for managing and coordinating the economic-social 
activities. The other elements of the economic management system must be 
closely coordinated and must serve well the drafting and implementation of 
state plans. 


Article 2: The basic tasks of planning are to concretize the lines of the 
party into directions, tasks, and objectives for economic, cultural, and 
social development; strengthen national defense; rationally distribute and 
utilize all labor, land, forests, seas and other natural resources, and all 
technical equipment; create a structure and outline a rational course for 
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the period of transition; advance to the formation of a modern, nationwide 
industrial-agricultural economic structure; and assure tnat the national 
economy develops comprehensively, in balance, and solidly, at a rapid rate 
and with high economic effectiveness, in order to do a good job of attain- 
ing the following objectives: building the material-technical bases of 
socialism, strengthening the defense and security of the homeland, and 
improving the material and cultural lives of the people, 


Article 3: The planning of the national economy is carried out in accord- 
ance with the following principles: 


3.1: Fully manifesting the common line of the socialist revolution and the 
party's economic line, and correctly applying the economic laws during the 
transitional period. 


3.2: Correctly implementing the principle of democratic centralism, 
assuring the centralized, unified management of the central echelon, and 
developing the collective mastership right of the working people. 


3.3; Closely combining planning according to sector with local and region- 
al planning. 


3.4: Assuring the scientific basis of planning and enabling planning to be 
balanced, positive, and solid. 


3.5: Maintaining the continuity of the various kinds of long-range, five- 
year, and annual plans. 


3.6: Combining planning with the utilization of market relationships. 


3.7: Combining economic development with the strengthening of national 
defense and security. 


3.8: Tieing in plan drafting with organizing and guiding plan ‘mplementa- 
tion. 


Article 4: The comprehensive system of planning echelons in the national 
economy is a unified system which consists of: 


-- Central plans: plans for the over-all national economy (called in 
brief "state plans"), and plans for ministries, organs equivalent to 
ministries, and organs directly under the Council of Ministers. 


-- Local plans: the over -all plans of the provinces, municipalities, and 
special zones under the central echelon (called in brief "provincial 
plans"), including the plans of the services and bureaus; and the over-all 
district plans. 
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-- The base-level unit plans (including the military and public security 
units fulfilling economic development missions): enterprise federations, 
corporations, enterprise combines, independent enterprises, and coopera- 
tives, 


Central plans and local plans encompass sector and regional ns. Sector 
plans are organized in two echelons (ministry and enterprise) or in three 
echelons (ministry, enterprise federations, and enterprises), 

Article 5s The system of plans in the national economy include: 


-- Long-range plans (or projections) of from 15 to 20 years. 





-- Five-year plans 
-- Annual plans. 


The principal norms of five-year plans are separated by years; the princi- 
pal norms of are divided into quarters and production seasons. 


Ar icle 6: National economy planninz is carried out in accordance with a 
me .hodological system and specific professional methods which are appro- 
priate to the level of production forces and production relations in each 
period. 


The plan drafting methods, of which plan balancing is the principal method, 
must be utilized in a synthesized manner, and the method of complete 
programs based on norms. Planning methods and systems, norm systems, and 
models for each type of plan are stipulated for each sector, echelon, and 
base-level unit, 


Articie 7s Planning must be based on: 


7.1: The lines, stands, and policies of the party and state during each 
period. 


7.2: The correct analysis and evaluation of the implementation of plans 
during the reporting period, in order to discover all of the latent 
Capabilities that can be exploited during the plan period. 


7.3: The basic situation regarding population, labor, land and the other 
natural resources, technical equipment, etc, 


7.4: Economic, political, national defense, science and technology, 
foreign relations, and social projections, and drafts for zoning plans and 
the distribution of production forces. 


7.5% The economic-technical norms, technical standards,and the various 
kinds of prices used to calculate plans. 
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7.61 The agPeements and contracts that are concluded between our country 
and the COMECON countries and the other countries, and the economic con- 
tracte that are concluded among the production and commercial unite in our 
country. 





Chapter II 


Contents of Plans and the Systen 
os Assigning Plan Norms 


Article 65:1 state plans of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam are state 
laws, the compulsory baeis of all the other plans of the national economy. 


8.11 The contents of state plans include the directions, tasks, and 
principal objectives regarding the development of the national economy, the 
rates and ratios of the various sectors and areas, and measures for 
rationally developing and using the latent capabilities of the coonomy. 
They etipulate the tasks and principal objectives of each ministry and 
province, the fulfillment of the strategic tasks of the economy in each 
period, and the commitments made in international treaties and agreements. 


8.2: The long-range plans (or projections) of the state synthesise the 
basic designs and policies regarding the development of the sectors and 
spheres of a decisive nature, and the basic objectives cf the national 
economy over a period of 15 to 20 years, with the aim of creating a new 
economic structure, build the material-technical bases of socialisn, 
strengthening the defense and security of the homeland, and improving the 
material and cultural lives of the people, 


The long-range plans of the state are the bases on which to determine the 
economic-technical policies and agenda of the sectors and localities over 
a period of about 15 to 20 years, and are the bases on which the five- 
year plans are drafted. 


8.3: The state's five-year plans endeavor to attain, step by step, the 
basic objectives of the long-range plans, create a new economic structure, 
and bring about a clear transformation in the economic-social life of the 
nation. 


The principal tasks and objectives of the state five-year plans have a 
compulsory nature with regard to the five-year plans of the sectors and 
echelons, and with regarmi to the annual state plan. 


The contents of state five-year plans include the principal matters 
regarding the directions, tasks, and developmental objectives of the 
economic sectors; investment in the construction of material-technical 
bases, tied in with the reorganization of production and the formation of 
economic-technical sectors and specialized areas; the redistribution of 
labor on a national scale and the training of cadres to meet the needs of 
the economy; exporting-importing and the coordination of planning with the 
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COMECON countries; selentific-technical development; the strengthening of 
mational defense and seourity; and the organigation of the material and 
cultural lives of the people, 


6 4: The annual state plans conoretige the principal norms and taske of 
the five-year plans that have been assigned to each year, and closely 
balance the mterial-financial conditions and measures for organising 
implementation, in order to assure the fullfilment of the objectives and 
taske of the five-year plans, 


The annual state plans have a compulsory nature with regard to the plans 
of sectors and echelons. 


The contente of the over-all annual state plane include: 


Plans for agricultural, forestry, fishing, and industrial production, and 
for communications and transportation. 

Plans for the distribution, purchasing, delivery, shipping, and retail 
selling of foodstuffs and essential consumer goods, 


Plane for economic-technical developzent. 
Plans for capital investment and construction. 


Plane for exporting-importing and economic cooperation with foreign 
countries. 


labor, salary, and training plans. 

Plans for supplying technical materials. 

Financial, monetary, and price plans. 

Education, culture, public health, and social plans. 
Plans for stockpiling and wartime mobilization. 


Article 9: Ministerial plans concretize the common tasks and objectives 
of each sector that have been stipulated in state plans, in the form of 
specific objectives and tasks for each ministry, and are balanced with the 
methods for organizing implementation, with the goal of fulfilling and 
surpassing the norms of the state plans and the obligations to and 
relationships with the relevant parties. 


The contents of the five-year plans and annual plane of the ministries are 
in the main similar to the state pians, but at appropriate levels, 
depending on the special characteristics of each sector, and consist of 
two closely related parts: 
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iit Planning for whole scientific-technical sectors (encompassing all 
base=Level unite in the same sector, without regard to the form of owner- 
ship or to the management echelon), which is tied in with the reorganiea- 
tion of production within each sector, Since the accumulation, concentra- 
tion, and specialisation levels of each sector differ, the scope and degree 
of alil-sector planning differ and in general encompass the following princi- 
pal contents: the directions, tasks, and principal norms regarding the 
development of production and commeroe, importing and exporting, the devel- 
opment of science and technology, investment in the construction of material- 

technical bases, labor, the training and distribution of cadres and 
technical workers, and the supplying of materials and equipment managed by 
the sector, 





The principal norme of the sector are assigned according to the management 
echelon (central or local), to each territorial area and each economic 
component (state, collective, individual). 


9.21 Sector planning at the central level, directly managed by the ministry 
and consisting of over-all contents regarding production, technology, and 
finance, with the balancing of tasks with the material and financial means, 
with attention to developing science and technology, and with the effective 
use of labor forces, equipment, materials, and capital, in omer to 
increase labor productivity, maise the quality of goods, lower production 
costs, and increase accumulation for the state. 


Article 10: Local plans (provinces and districts) concretize the common 
tasks and objectives of economy into specific norms and tasks for each 
locality and are balanced with the measures for organizing implementation 
and combine the central economy in a territorial area, in order to gradual- 
ly build an industrial-agricultural structure at the provincial level and an 
agricultural-industrial structure at the district level. 


The contents of the local five-year and annual plans also have principal 
aspects, ace do the state plans, but to appropriate degrees, for each prov- 
ince and district and encompasses two closely related parts: 


10.1: Planning for provinces and districts, which manifests the combined 
development of both the local economy and the central economy on a territor- 
lal basis, is made up of principal contents regarding the directions and 
tasks of economic development of an area, in accordance with state plans, 
combines the central economy with the local economy, and develops the 
latent capabilities and strengths of the territorial area. It invests in 
the construction of an infrastructure to serve production and life, 
rationally utilizes social labor, supplies local raw materials and materials 
to meet the production and construction needs of the central and local bases 
in an area, supplies foodstuffs and the principal consumer goods to serve 
the lives of the people, and audits the total value of materials and 
goods supplied by the central level to the local level, and the value of 
products the locality turns over to the central level. 
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Plane of the basic economic areas are relevant to many provinces are balan- 
ced by the State Planning Commission. 


iO,et Local plans directly managed by the provinces and districts encom- 
pase all-round contents regarding economic, cultural, and social development 
and the strengthening of national defense, The central concerns of local 
plans directly managed by provinces and districts are agriculture, industry, 
and artisan industry and handicrafts; the purchasing of products for the 
state and for export; and the organigation of the material and cultural 
‘\vee of the people, 


Among the local plans there are village plans, which are made up of elements 
of the plans of the cooperatives in the village (if the village has essen- 
tially completed cooperativigation), such ae those dealing with the develop- 
ment of production, the payment of taxes and the selling of goods to the 
etate, credit, etc., and include elements directly drafted by the village, 
such those dealing with the development of education, culture, public 
health, social wel*are, the village budget, etc. 


Article 11: The plans of the base-level units are plans which organize the 
implementation of the tasks and objectives of the state plans and the other 
aspects within their responsibility, and their obligations and relation- 
ships toward the relevant parties, 


The plans of base-level units encompass all production, technical, and 
financial contents and the organigation of living conditions. In them, the 
production and commercial tasks are closely balanced with implementation 
measures and are assigned specifically to each component (factory depart- 
ment, production units, etc.), and cover specific periods of time (quarters, 
production seasons, etc.). 


li.is The contents of the state bases encompass the tasks and principal 
norms regarding all-round development: production (or construction, 
transportation, commerce, or other work); technical advancement; the 
organization and use of labor and the increasing of labor productivity; 
Capital investment; material-technical supplying; production costs, fi- 
nances, and accumulation; and living conditions. 


11.2: The contents of cooperatives (agricultural, artisan industry and 
handicrafts, etc.) encompass: directions for developing production and 
building material-technical bases; the principal objectives regarding the 
output of principal products; the obligations of paying taxes and selling 
products to the state and for export; the distribution of income within the 
cooperative; requirements of the state regarding the borrowing of canital, 
the supplying of the principal materials and equipmeiit, and ecientific- 
technical cadres, 


11.3: With regard to the bases which are components of the individual, 
private economy, the state approves appropriate forms (product groups, 
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Satellites for the state bases, etc,), economic contracts, and economic 
incentives in order to guide and coordinate the production and commercial 
activities of those bases in accordance with the directions of the state 
plan. 


Article 12: The system of assigned plan norms manifests in a concentrated 
manner the principal contents of the plans, and encompasses the legal 
norms and guidance norms which are applied in assigning official annual and 
five-year plans. 


The norms for assigning plans are donfirmed in accordance with the follow- 
ing principles: 


Fully applying the principle of democratic centralization, manifesting a 
sense of responsibility, and expanding the right to take the initiative in 
developing the production, commerce, and other work of each sector, local- 
ity, and base-level unit. 


Assuring the systematic and complete nature of the various kinds of norms 
and unity between plan norms and accounting norms. 


Appropriateness to the current economic management organization system, 
policies, and regulations, which are to be applied in an appropriate 
manner for each type of plan and each economic component. 


12.1: The legal norms are norms assigned by the upper-echelon management 
organs in the form of official plans to the lower-echelon units, and 
consist of the most important norms, are closely balanced, have a compul- 
sory nature, and must be strictly implemented. The legal norms of the 
sectors and echelons are all stipulated by the Council of Ministers. 


12.2 Guidance norms are norms which concretize the legal norms or supple- 
ment the legal norms according to the professional and technical require- 
ments of each sector. They are not compulsory in nature and are intended 
to serve the implementation of legal norms and the signing of economic 
contracts. 


In determining guidance norms it is necessary to observe principles, and 
they must not be contrary to the legal norms, 


Chapter III 


Responsibilities and Authority of the 
Sectors and Echelons in Planning 


Article 13: The Council of Ministers, the executive organ of the state 
organ of highest authority, unifies the management of the fulfillment of 
political, economic, cultural, social, security, national defense, and 
diplomatic tasks of the state, and has the following duties and authority 


regarding planning: 
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13.1: Guiding eatimates, soning, plan projections, and the distribution of 
production forces throughout the nation, and reviewing the plan projections 
to create a basis on which to draft long-range, five-year, and annual 
plans. 


13.2: Promulgating control figures for the state plans; guiding the 
sectors and echelons in drafting plans; organiging the drafting of state 
plan projects and state budget estimates for submission to the National 
Assembly; and assigning legal norms of the state plans and state budget to 
the ministries and the provincial people's committees, 


13.35 Organising the implementation of state plans and state budgets, and 
reporting the results in fulfilling state plans and balancing state budgets 
to the National Assembly. 


Article 14: The State Planning Commission is an organ of the Council of 
Ministers which serves as a joint staff regarding state planning. It has 
the following principal duties and authority: 


14,1: Organizing study, in order to fully explain and concretize, the 
lines of the party; and correctly applying the economic laws in the period 
of transition, in the form of policies, tasks, structures, directions of 
advance, and developmental rate of the national economy during each plan 
period. 


14,2: Studying the drafting, with the participation of the ministries and 
provinces, of long-range state plan projections, and submitting them to the 
Council of Ministers. 


14.3: Managing the establishment of projected control figures for annual 
and five-year state plans, and guiding the sectors and localities in 
drafting plans. It synthesizes and balances the draft plans of the sectors 
and localities to form over-all annual and five-year draft plans to submit 
to the Council of Ministers. It distributes the official state plan norms 
to each ministry and province, so that the Council of Ministers can 

assign official plans to those units. 


14,4: Directly drafting and synthesizing the plans of the basic economic 
areas and in such spheres as planning economic cooperation with foreign 
countries and coordinating with the COMECON member nations; price planning; 
planning state reserves; and planning for wartime mobilization and for 
combining the economy with national defense. 


14.5: Researching, and submitting for promulgation by the Council of 
Ministers, regulations regarding plan balancing st pulating spheres of 
responsibility and the contents of plan balancing, and arranging a division 
of labor for drafting, reviewing, and implementing those plan balancing 
charts. It is authorized by the Council of Ministers to review the 
balancing charts drafted by the ministries and provinces in accordance with 
the stipulated indices, It directly drafts the most important synthesized 
balancing charts (for balancing total social production, national income, 
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and accumulation and consumption, balancing social labor, balancing the 
total salary budget, balancing capital investment capital, balancing 

fixed property and production capabilities, achieving over-all financial 
balancing, balancing international payments, balancing foreign exchange 
income and expenditure, balancing the monetary income and expenditure of 
the population, etc.), and a number of charts to balance the principal 
mterials, equipment, and goods, for submittion to the Council of Ministers, 


14,61 Discussing with the specialized ministries and provincial people's 
committees the principal norms of the sector and local plans. Reporting 
disagreements to the Council of Ministers so that it may make a final 
decision. 


14,71 Studying, and expressing opinions on, the zoning plans, over-all 
draft plans, state scientific-technical research topics, state budget 
draft plans, credit plans, cash plans, etc., before the ministries submit 
them to the Council of Ministers, At the same time, it synthesizes the 
principal matters in those draft plans in order to balance the over-all 
draft state plans. 


14.8: Studying, and submitting to the Council of Ministers for promulg- 
tion, or promulgating on its own (within the sphere of its authority) 
regulations regarding planning. Unifying the over-all promulgation and 
management of the system of plan-drafting norms, models, and methods of the 
sectors and echelons form the central level to the base level. Contri- 
buting opinions to the Statistics General Department regarding the system 
of statistical norms and models regarding the situation of plan fulfillment 
and the supplying of necessary information and data, depending on the 
planning requirements. 


14.9: Synthesizi-e the system of economic-technical norms for principal 
products (or tasks) managed by the state, to serve as a basis on which to 
draft and implement state plans. Giving guidance regarding methods and the 
drafting of principles, regulations, and rules regarding the task of 
setting over-all economic-technical norms for the entire nation. 


14.10: Monitoring and inspecting the implementation of state plans, and 
promptly uncovering imbalances that arise in the process of plan implemen- 
tation and recommending to the Council of Ministers specific measures for 
effectively overcoming them. Participating in verifying plan fulfillment 
by the sectors, localities, and key base-level units of the state. 


14,11: Strengthening the organization of the planning sector apparatus 
and building up the corps of planning cadres of the sectors, echelons, and 
base-level units. 


Article 15s The functional ministries have the following duties and 
authority regarding planning: 
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Directiy drafting and synthesiging plans, or studying and expressing 
opinions about plans within their sphere of competence, and submitting them 
to the State Planning Commission so that it can balance them and synthesize 
the over-all plans of the national economy, before submitting them to the 
Council of Ministers. 


Studying and drafting, or amending and supplementing, the economic manage- 
ment policies and regulations within the sphere of their responsibility, 
which they will promulgate (if within the sphere of their authority) 

submit to the Council of Ministers so that it can promulgate them, in order 
to serve the drafting and implementation of plans. 


Coordinating closely with the State Planning Commission in synthesiging and 
reviewing the plans of the sectors and localities, in order to assure the 
over-all balancing of state plans. 


Organizing and guiding the implementation of plans within their scope of 
responsibility. Participating in verifying the plans of the sectors, 
localities, and key base-level units of the state. 


The specific tasks of each functiona’ ministry in drafting and synthesizing 
plans are as follows: 


15.1: The Central Economic Zoning Commissions 


Studies and synthesizes plan projections and economic zoning plans, and 
plans for distributing labor forces throughout the nation. It obtains the 
agreement of the State Planning Commission before submitting the plans to 
the Council of Ministers. 


Contributing opinions to the State Planning Commission regarding the 
concretigation of draft plans by means of establishing norms for the long- 
range, five-year, and annual plans, in order to achieve step-by-step 
implementation the economic draft plans and zoning plans. 


Helping the sectors and localities prepare economic-technical feasibility 
statements for the key state projects, for submission to the Council of 
Ministers so that it can make a final decision. 


15.2: The State Scientific-Technical Commission: 


Synthesizing the scientific-technical draft plans of the sectors and 
localities and drafting state scientific-technical plans regarding 
scientific-technical research, product quality, standardization and meas- 
urement, information and scientific-technical cooperation with foreign 
countries, and the building of scientific-technical research basis, for 
submission to the State Planning Commission so that it can synthesize 
and balance them in the over-all state plans. 
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Contributing opinions to the State Planning Commission regarding the 
appiication of important scientifie-tecnnical advances in the national 
economy, and participating in the synthesizing of plans to study natural 
resources and natural conditions which directly serve the economic develop- 
ment tasks, 


Organizing the drafting of state technical standards regarding products or 
tasks, and guiding the sectors and localities in drafting technical produc- 
tion relations and product quality norms, to serve as a basis on which to 
draft economic-technical norms, 


15.3: The State Capital Construction Commissions 


Cooperates with the State Planning Commission regarding directions, tasks, 
and synthesized norms and indices for the projects within the scope of the 
state's capital construction, and recommends major policies regarding the 
organization and management of capital construction, in order to fulfill 
and surpass the state plans. 





Working with the sectors and localities to prepare econonic-technical 
feasibility statements, designs, and estimates, and to draft preliminary 
designs for the key state projects, for submission to the Council of 
Ministers so that it can make the final decision. Working with the State 
Planning Commission in reviewing, and submitting to the Premier for final 
disposition, the economic-technical reports of the projects included in the 
plans. 


Coordinating with the relevant ministries in drafting the norms and price 
units regarding capital construction. After agreement is reached with 
the State Planning Commission, they are submitted to the Council of 
Ministers, which promulgates the norms regarding the state's capital 
construction. 


15.4: Ministry of Labor. 


Contributes opinions to the State Planning Commission regarding the direc- 
tions and important synthesized norms of the state's labor and salary 
plans and the bases on which those plans are drafted. Recommends measures 
to exploit the latent labor potential, scientifically organize and manage 
labor, and stimulate the increasing of labor productivity, and measures 
regarding labor safety and protection. Cooperates closely with the State 
Planning Commission in synthesizing and balancing the labor and salary 
plans of the sectors and localities. 


Guides the Sectors and localities in establishing labor norms which, after 
agreement has been reached with the State Planning Commission are submitted 
to the Council of Ministers, which promulgates state labor norms. Manages 
those state labor norms. 





15.5 Ministry of Supply. 


Directly balances the various types of materials and equipment, in accord- 
ance with an index stipulated by the Council of Ministers, reviews and 
balances the various types of materials and equipment within its sphere of 
authority, and drafts plans for supplying the materials and equipment for 
which the Ministry of Supply is responsible. 


Contributing opinions to the State Planning Commission relevant to the 
needs of the sectors and localities with regard to quantity, specifications, 
types, Supply schedules, and warehouse storage and import capabilities of 
the various types of materials and equipment managed and distributed by the 
state, and helps achieve a synthesized balance of such materials and 
equipment. 


Guiding the sectors and localities in drafting material-technical norms. 
After agreement is reached with the State Planning Commission, those norms 
are submitted to the Council of Ministers, which promulgates state material- 
technical norms. It is responsible for the unified management of those 
state norms. 


15.6: Ministry of Finance. 


Synthesezes the draft financial plans of the sectors and localities to 
form draft state budgets, which are submitted to the State Planning 
Commission so that it can synthesize and balance them in the over-all 
draft state plans, before the State Planning Commission and the Ministry 
of Finance simultaneously submit them for review by the Council of 
Ministers. 


Coordinating with the State Planning Commission in synthesizing the plans of 
the sectors and localities, and drafting balance charts regarding capital 
investment capital, over-all finances, the monetary income and expenditures 
of the population, and foreign currency expenditures. 


Coordinating with the State Planning Commission and with the ministries in 
guiding the sectors and echelons in drafting investment norms, capital 
recovery norms, effectiveness ratio norms, etc, 


15.73 The State Bank, 


Drafts credit plans, cash plans, and currency printing plans for submission 
to the State Planning Commission, so that it can synthesize and balance all- 
round draft state plans, before the State Planning Commission and the State 
Bank simultaneously submit them to the Council of Ministers tor final 
approval. 
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Coordinates with the State Planning Commission in synthesizing the plans of 
the sectors and localities and drafting balancing charts regarding invest- 
ment capital, the over-all financial situation, the manetary income and 
expenditures of the population, international settlements, and foreign 
exhcange expenditures, 


15.8: The Rate Price Comission. 


Contributes opinions to the State Planning Commission regarding the direc- 
tions, tasks, and combined norms of price plans, 


Taking the leading role in cooperating w.th the sectors to establish and 
promulgate current prices during each plancing period. 


CoormlindAting with the State Planning Commission in reviewing the production 
cost plans and circulating expenditure plans of the sectors and localities, 
and recommending measures for lowering production costs and circulating 

expenses in order to increase the effectiveness of production and commerce. 


Coordinating with the Statistics General Department and the State Planning 
Commission in drafting and promulgating fixed pices for each planning 
period. 


15.9: The State Bconomic Arbitration Council. 


Studying, and submiting to the Council of Ministers so that it can promul- 
gate, or amend and supplement, systems and regulations reganiing economic 
contracts, to create a basis on which to draft and implement plans. Guid- 
ing the implementation of those systems and regulations. 


Expressing opinions to the State Planning Commission regarding the bases of 
the plan norms of the sectors and localities, recommends measures for 
overcoming the deficiencies in the drafting and assigning of norms and the 
implementation of plans, and creates favorable conditions for concluding 
and implementing economic contracts. 


15.10: The Statistics General Department. 


Collects, synthesizes, analyzes, and promptly reports to the Council of 
Ministers and provides to the State Planning Commission, systematic and 
accurate scientifically based numerical data regarding the process of 
socialist reproduction of the national economy, to serve as a basis on 
which to calculate plans and draft state plans. It must take the lead, 
with the participation of the State Planning Commission and the Ministry 
of Finance, in evaluating the status of plan fulfillment every quarter, 6 
months, 9 months, and year, and submit those evaluations to the Council of 
Ministers, 
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Drafts balancing charts and reports regarding total social output, national 
income, social labor, over-all finances, monetary income and expenditures 
of the population, the balancing of the sectors of the national economy, 
and the balancing of some types of the principal materials, equipment, and 
goods. Drafting long-range and annual programs for statistical auditing 
and organizing state statistical studies. 


Taking the lead in establishing and promulgating fixed prices for each plan 
period, Submitting for promulgation by the Council of Ministers, or 
promulgating on its own (within the sphe° of its authority), the systmes 
regarding accounting and statistics, and systems of statistical norms, for 
general use in planning, finance, accounting, and statistics. 


Article 16: The specialized ministries are state organs at the central 
level which have economic management-administrative functions with regard 
to the economic-technical and professional sectors within the managerial 
sphere of the ministry. They have the following duties ard authority: 


16.1: Drafting estimates, plans, and economic-technical agenda for all- 
sector development for review by the Council of Ministers, so serve as 
bases for the drafting of sector plans. Guiding the units of the sectors 
directly under the central echelon in drafting enterprise plans, and 
reviewing the plans of those units. Guiding the services and bureaus in 
drafting sector plans at the local level, in close coordination with the 
over-all plans of economic areas, provinces, and municipalities, 


16.2: Working with the State Planni g Commission in establishing plan 
control figures for the sectors. Afver the state control figures have 
been established, the sector assigns control figures to the units under it. 
They guide the services and bureaus, and the units of che sectors directly 
under the central echelon, in drafting plans. They synthesize and draft 
annual and five-year plans for the sectors and for the central economic 
components directly managed by the ministries and general departments. At 
the same time, they promulgate guidance norms for the services and bureaus, 
but those norms cannot be contrary to the legal norms assigned by the 
Council of Ministers to the Provincial People's Committees. 


16.4: Directly balancing the various kinds of materials, equipment, and 
goods in accordance with indices stipulated by the state, and reviews some 
balancing charts regarding specialized materials and equipment and products 
of the sector, as authorized by the Council of Ministers. 


16.5: Strictly implementing the reporting systems and supplying data 
regarding the combining of sector planning with local and regional plan- 
ning, among the ministries and with the Provincial ~eople's Committee. 


16.6: Guiding the units in the sector in implementing the tasks within 
the sphere of unified all-sector planning, and guiding the units directly 
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under the ministries in lmplementing the over-all plans. Reporting on the 
results attained in implementing those plans to the Council of Ministers in 
accordance with regulations, 


16.7: Guiding the establishment and implementation of the economic- 
technical norms and standards applied throughout the sector. Studying, and 
recommending the amendment or supplementation of existing, or the Promul- 
gation of new, sector economic management policies and systems, in omer to 
fulfill and surpass the plan norms, 


Article 17: The Provincial People's Committee, the state administrative- 
economic management organ at the provincial level, has the following duties 
and authority regarding planning: 





17.1: Drafting the over-all plans of the provinces, in accordance with the 
economic zoning and plans of the central sectors, and submitting them to 
the Council of Ministers for approval. Guiding the services and bureaus 
in drafting sector plans and the districts in drafting over-all district 
plans, and reviewing those plans. Contributing opinions to the ministries 
regarding the plans of the sectors and basic economic areas relevant to the 
provinces, 


17.2: On the basis of the state control figures, taking the initiative in 
drafting and synthesizing annual and five-year provinciil plans, including 
the area plans and the plans of directly managed localivies, which are 
submitted to the Provincial People's Council and reported to the Council of 
Ministers and the State Planning Commission so that they may be synthesized 
into all-round state draft plans. 


17.3: With regard to the economic elements directly managed by the locali- 
ties, the Provincial People's Committee takes the initiative in drafting 
plans outside the legal norms regarding the development of production and 
the expansion of products other than those managed and distributed by the 
central echelon, in order to meet the many needs regarding living condi 
tions, It reviews the plans of, and assigns legal norms to, the services, 
bureaus, and districts. 


17.4: With regard to the central economic elements in the province for 
which the parent ministries directly draft all-round plans, the Provincial 
People's Committee is responsible for coordinating its guidance in order to 
assure the close combination of the central economy and the ldcal economy 
in the sphere of the province; for assuring the supplying of laborers, 
local raw materials and materials, foodstuffs, and the principal consumer 
goods; and for building infrastructures to meet the needs of production and 
life in the area. 


17.5: Strictly implementing the legal norms of the plans assigned by the 
Council of Ministers and observing the guidance norms of the State Planning 





Commission and the ministries, Strictly implementing the systems regarding 
reporting and the supplying of data to the ministries, in order to meet the 
requirement of combining planning according to sector with local and area 
planning. 


17.6: Organizing and guiding the implementation of the all-round local 
plans, coordinating the activities of the sectors in the locality, and 
coordinating the central-level bases and the local bases in the area in 
order to attain high economic efficiency. Inspecting and supervising all 
economic and cultural organizations and the state organs operating in the 
province with regard to implementing state plans and the current policies 
and systems, Reporting results attained in implementing state plans to the 
Council of Ministers, in accordance with regulations. 


17.7: Guiding the establishment and implementation of the economic- 
technicul norms and technical standards in the localities, in accordance 
with the unified state stipulations. Studying and recommending the amend- 
ment and supplementation of economic management policies and systems so 
that they may be appropriate to the actual local situation, in order to 
serve and further the implementation of plans. 


Article 18: The duties, authority, and relationships of the Provincial 
Planning Committee as regards the services and bureaus are essentially like 
those of the corresponding organs at the central level. The State Planning 
Commission holds discussions with the provincial people's committees in 
order to give specific guidance that is appropriate to the local character- 
istics. 


Article 19: The District People's Committee, the state administrative- 
economic management organ at the district level, has the following duties 
and authority with regard to planning. 


19.1: Drafting over-all district plans which are appropriate to the zoning 
plans of the central echelon and the province, and submitting them for 
review by the Provincial People;s Committee. Guiding the implementation of 
such plans after they have been approved. 


19.2: Guiding the villages and basic-level units directly under the 
district in drafting plans; presiding over the synthesizing and drafting of 
five-year and annual plans of the districts and submitting them to the 
district People's Committee and reporting them to the provincial Peopie's 
Committee for its review. Allocating plan norms and assigning official 
plans to the dependent units, and guiding the implementation of those 

plans after they have been approved. 


Article 20: The village People's Committee has the following duties and 
authority with regard to planning: 
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20,11 Goordinating with the specialiged sections at the district level in 
guiding the cooperatives in the drafting of plans. Discussing with the 
cooperative management board the parte of the village plan which are 
relevant to the cooperative, Directly drafting the parte of the plan 
managed by the village, and guiding the production committees of hamlets 
ami production collectives in the village (in villages now carrying out 
cooperativigation) in drafting plans in omer to form them into village 
plans, which are submitted to the village People's Committee and reported 
to the district People's Committee for ites approval. 


20.21 It te authoriged to participate in reporting the cooperative plans 
to the district and be informed of the norms assigned by the district 
People's Committee to the cooperatives, and to supervise the cooperatives 
and the production committees of the hamlets and production collectives in 
the village to implement plans. 





Article 21: The base-level units have the following duties and authority 
regarding planning: 


21.11 With regard to state enterprise federations. 


Helps the parent ministry draft plans to develop the economic-technical 
sectors within ite sphere of authority. Directly drafts the federation 
plans, in accordance with the sector and area plans. Guides the component 
enterprises in planning, and reviews the plans of those enterprises. 


Drafts all-round plans for the parts directly managed by the federation, 
reports them to the parent ministry, and assigns parts of the plan to the 
relevant organs, in accordance with state regulations. Helps the parent 
ministry uraft all-sector economic-technical plans within the sphere of its 
authority. 


On the basis of legal norms assigned by the ministries, allocates and 
assigns plan norms to the dependent units, and makes decisions regarding 
plans to develop the production of and commerce in products which are not 
managed by the state, 


Organizes the implementation of federation plans. Continually supervises, 
inspects, and monitors the all-round plan implementation situation of the 
dependent units. Is responsible to the parent ministry for the results of 
the production and commercial activities of those units. Is responsible 
for the various aspects of product marketing, for the supplying of special- 
ized materials and equipment, for scientific-technical research, for 
training technical workers, etc., to create conditions for the dependent 
units to concentrate on fulfilling the tasks assigned them. Reports the 
results of plan implementation in accordance with state regulations. 











21.21 With regara to independent enterprises, 
Drafte enterprise plans which are in accord with the sector and area plans, 


Drafte their all-round plans and reports them to the upper-echelon manage- 
ment organ for ite approval, and sends copies to the relevant unite, in 
accomiance with state regulations, 


Mully develops the collective mastership right of the cadres workers, and 
civil servants in the enterprise, democratizes planning, and &kes the 
initiative in exploiting to the maximum degree all latent capabilities of 
the unite, in order to fulfill the tasks assigned by the upper echelon, 
while also taking the initiative in expanding the production of and commer- 
Clal dealings in the products not among those managed by the state, 


They are authorized to request the upper-echelon management organ to 
directly stabilize the production direction and assure the full and timely 
supplying of material and financial means necessary to fulfill the produc- 
tion and commercial tasks that have been decided upon. 


Expanding cooperative division-of-labor relationships between the base- 

level units in the same sector, among the different sectors, and between 
the state bases and cooperatives, in accordance with state regulations, 

Strictly observing the economic contract systen,. 


Organizing the implementation of enterprise plans and reporting the results 
of plan implementation in accordance with state regulations. 


21.3: With regard to the cooperatives (agricultural, artisan industry and 
handicrafts, etc, ): 


On the basis of the over-all district and sector plans, take the initiative 
in adjusting, supplementing, and appropriately stabilizing the production 
directions of the cooperatives, 


Drafting all-round cooperative for approval by cooperative member con- 
gresses, reporting them to the viilage People's Committee, and submitting 
them to the district People's Committee for approval. 


On the basis of assuring the fulfillment of state obligations and two-way 
contracts, they have the right to determine the over-all plans of the 
cooperatives, from production to distribution and the division of income 
within the cooperative. 


Strictly implementing the two-way economic contract; between the coopera 
tives and the state. They have the right to request the state organs to 
assure the supplying of the various types of materials, equipment, and 
goods to the cooperatives, promptly and in the correct quantity and 
quality, in accordance with the legal norms assigned by the district and 
the economic contracts that have been signed. 
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Organizing the implementation of cooperative plans and reporting the 
resulte of plan implementation according to state regulations, 





Chapter 1V 
The Planning Order and Schedule 


Article 221 With the full application of the principle of democratic 
oentraligation, the order of planning consists of the following steps: 
establishing and assigning control figures, from the central level down to 
the base-level unite; drafting and synthesising plans, from the base level 
up to the central level; assigning official plans, from the upper echelons 
to the lower echelons, 


22.1: Eetablishing and assigning control figures: 
22.1.1. With regard to five-year plan control figures: 


On the basics of the directions and norms of long-range plans that have 
been projected for five-year periods, the State Planning Commission 
studies, and recommends to the Council of Ministers, the guiding thoughts, 
directions, tasks, objectives, and principal balances regarding the five- 
year plan control figure, order to guide the sectors and localities. 


On the basis of the guidance provided by the State Planning Commission, the 
zoning plans, the draft plans, and the results of studies made of the 
combined and specialized programs, the sectors and localities study and 
draft recommendations regarding their five-year plan control figures. 


The State Planning Commission synthesizes the recommendations regarding 
the five-year plan control figures made by the sectors and localities, and 
yn the basis of the results of studies made of the over-all programs and 
in accordance with the norms of the economy, establishes state guidance 
figures for the five-year plans and submits them to the Council of 
Ministers, so that it can assign them to the sectors and localities. 


22.1.2: With regard to the annual plan control figures: 


The State Planning Commission, on the basis of the principal tasks of the 
plan year stated in the five-year plan, drafts control figures and submits 
them to the Council of Ministers, so that it can assign them to the 
sectors and localities. In the first quarter of the reporting year the 
sectors and localities must complete the drafting of their control figures 
and assign them to the base-level units, in omer to guide the bottom-to- 
top drafting of plans. 


22.2: Drafting and synthesizing plans: 


After the control figures have been assigned, the sectors and localities 
give guidance and create favorable conditions for the base-level units to 
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expand their direct economic relationships, provide one another with the 
necessary information, sign economic contracts with the relevant units, and 
develop the collective matership right of the working people, in omer to 
draft plans and synthesise plans from the base level on up. 


22.2.11 After the state disseminates the control figures, the sectors and 
Localities must promptly provide one another with the information necesaary 
to draft sector and local plans. 


22.2.2: The sectors and localities hold direct discussions with one 
another to resolve the problems regariing the plan contents, before synthe- 
olging their plans. With regard to problems within the sphere of the 
planning responsibliity of the sector as a whole, the specialized planning 
organs are responsible for taking the lead in resolving them. With regard 
to problems within the sphere of local and area planning, the provincial 
and district people's committees are responsible for taking the lead in 
resolving them. If there are differing opinions, the responsible organ 
reports both opinions to the organ authorized to review the plans so that 
it may make a final decision. 


22.2.3: The upper-echelon management organ must contribute opinions on the 
drafting of each local sector (provinve or district) with regard to 
matters within the unified planning sphere of the entire sector, before 
they are synthesized to form the all-round plans of each echelon. The 
provincial or district people's committees must contribute opinions to the 
plans of economic components directly under the control of the central 
echelon which are located in the locality, or to provincial economic 
components located in the districts, with regard to matters within the 
sphere of area planning, before they are synthesized in the plans of the 
organs with direct management responsibility. 


22.2.4: The State Planning Commission, on the basis of the draft plans of 
the sectors, localities, and areas, researches and reports in brief the 
draft pians of the districts and the key base-level units, in order to 
synthesize state plans when the state budget plans are being drawn up. 


If the sectors and localities have not reached agreement with the State 
Planning Commission, a report is to be made to the Council of Ministers 
make a decision when considering the plan. 


22.3: Reporting and defending draft plans: 


22.3.1: The heads of lower-echelon units must sent reports of their draft 
pians and their unit's plan justifications to the management echelon at the 
next highest echelon, and to the relevant organs, ii correct accordance 

with the state system of plan drafting norms, models, times, and schedules. 
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22.3.2: After mvelving reports on the dmwrt plans, the upper-echelon 
Mragenent organs must arrange for the lower-echelon units to defend those 
draft plans, with the participation of the plan organs and functional 
organs at the same level, 





In defending plans, it 1s necessary to concentrate on clearly presenting 
the plan directions and tasks, measures for exploiting latent capabilities 
and attaining production and commercial efficiency, the differences be- 
tween the draft plans of the lower-echelon units and the upper-echelon 
control figures regarding the principal tasks, and the requirements for 
investment capital, labor, materials, equipment, and goods supplied by the 
upper echelon, while also clearly presenting the balances of the draft 
plans, the norms for calculating the plans, and the economic contracts 
that have been signed, After the plans have been defended the upper- 
echelon plan organ must make a Summary report, 


22.41 Assigning official planss 


22.4.1: The assigning of official annual and five-year plans must be 
carried out from the central level to the base level, in accordance with 
the following principles: 


Bach lower-echelon unit must be directly assigned legal norms by only one 
upper-echelon management organ. 


The task norms and means norms (labor, materials, investment capital, etc. ) 
must be carefully balanced and assigned all at the same time, 


In concretizing legal norms assigned by the upper echelon to the lower 
echelon, it is necessary to assure that the various parts mesh with the 
norms assigned oy the upper echelon. 


Guidance norms must not be contrary to the legal norms. 

The bases must be assured sufficient time to prepare for plan implemen- 
tation. Annual plans must be assigned to the base-level units at least a 
month before the beginning of the plan year. 


22.4.2: The method of assigning plans according to the system of legal and 
guidance norms was stipulated in Article 12. 


22.4.3: The assignment of plans to the echelons and sectors is carried as 
follows: 


At the central level: 
After a state plan has been approved by the National Assembly, the Council 


of Ministers assigns legal norms for all-sector norms (divided by minise 
tries and provinces) and the parts of the plan directly managed by the 
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ministries, At the same time, it assigns legal norms for the all-round 
plans of the localities to the Provincial People's Committees (with a 
division of the principal norms among the sectors and in conformity with 
the nu assigned to the ministries), The norms regarding labor, invest- 
ment capital, materials, equipment, etc., assure that the implementation of 
tasks of each sector in the locality is included in the local plan and 
budget, 


The State Planning Commission assigns guidance norms to the ministries and 
the provincial people's committees in order to serve the attainment of 
legal norms assigned by the Council of Ministers, 


The ministries assign legal norms of all-round plans to the base-level 
unite directly under the central area, and at the same time assign guidance 
norms accomiing to the requirements, tasks, and technical levels of each 
sector to the services and bureaus. 


In the localities (provinces, districts): 


The provincial peuple's committees assign legal norms of sector plans in 
the localities to the services and bureaus (divided into districts, cities, 
and municipalities directly under the provinces), At the same time they 
assign legal norms regarding the over-all plans to the district people's 
committees (divided into the principal norms for each sector and in 

accord with the norms assigned to services and bureaus). 


The Provincial Planning Committee assigns the necessary guidance norms to 
the services and bureaus, and to the district people's committees. 


The services and bureaus assign legal aorms to the basic units under 
direct provincial control, and at the same time may assign sector guidance 
norms to the specialized sections in the districts. 


The district people's committees (or those of precincts, cities, or 
municipalities directly under the province) assign legal norms to the state 
economic units directly under the districts, villages, wards, and coopera- 
tives. 


The district planning committees may assign guidance norms to the economic 
units directly under the district. 


In the base-level units: 


After receiving their official plans, the base-level units complete their 
plans, make adjustments and supplementations or sign additional economic 
contracts to be appropriate to the plan norms that have been officially 
assigned, assign plan norms to the directly dependent components, and 

hold conferences of workers and civil servants to discuss ways to implement 
the plans. 








22.5: A unified national schedule for drafting five-year and annual plans 
is set by the Council of Ministers, The sectors and echelons concretize 
that common schedule in order to apply it to drafting their unit plan. 


Article 23: Guiding pian implementation, 


23.1: The Council of Ministers provides centralized, unified guidance for 
the implementation of state plans. With regard to the central tasks of the 
state plan in each period of time and with regard to matters relevant to 
many sectors, the Council of Ministers assigns to the Vice-Premiers 
responsibliity for each bloc, and harmonizes and coordinates the activities 
of the sectors and localities, Tre Office of the Premier and the State 
Planning Commission are responsible for monitoring the situation of state 
plan implementation and for assisting the Council of Ministers in guiding 
plan implementation. If it 1s necessary to amend or supplement some norms 
that were included in the plan at the beginning of the year, the Office of 
the Premier must reach agreement with the State Planning Commission before 
submitting the amendments or supplements to the Premier for approval. 


23.2: The ministries are responsible for guiding the units directly under 
the services, bureaus, and specialized sectors in the implementation of 
plans, and for taking the initiative in promptly resolving the problems and 
imbalances which arise in the process of implementing the plans. 


When it is truly necessary to do so, the ministries are authorized to, on 
the basis of assuring the fulfillment of the whole system of legal norms of 
the state plan, distribute the labor, materials, and capital supplied 
during the plan period among their units in the same economic-technical 
sector. 


23.3: The Provincial People's Committee synthesizes and monitors the 
quarterly and production season plans of the services, bureaus, and dis» 
tricts in order to carry out the all-round plan of the locality, while at 
the same time inspecting and supervising the units directly under the 
central level which are located in the province, in order to assure the 
fulfillment of the local plan tasks. 


When it is truly necessary to do so, the Procincial People's Committee, on 
the basis of assuring the fulfillment of the entire system of legal norms 
of the state plan, is temporarily authorized to give priority in the 
distribution of labor, materials, and capital included in the local plan 
and budget to a number of sectors and units directly managed by the 
province in order to fulfill its plan in time and with the highest 
effectiveness, but it must immediately inform the State Planning Commission 
and the relevant ministries. 


23.4: The District People's Committee guides the implementation of the 
over-all plans of units directly under the district, in omer to doa 
good job of fulfilling the district's principal tasks, while at the same 
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time inapecting and supervising the unite directly under the central or 
provincial levels and fulfilling the tasks relevant to the production and 
life of the people in the district, 


23.5: The sectors and echelons must strictly enforce regular rapid 
reporting discipline, When reporting the their unit's plan implementation 
situation to the upper-echelon management organ and to the statistical 
organ, it is necessary to send copies to the planning organ at the same 
echelon, 


23.6: The planning organs of the various echelons and sectors are respon- 
sible for monitoring, analyzing, and evaluating the plan implementation 
situation of their sector or echelon, and for promptly coming up with and 
recommending measures to assure plan implementation. 


Article 24: Adjusting plans. 


24.1: The annual state plans of the state and of each sector, locality, 
and base-level unit may be adjusted only wnen there are legitimate reasons 
for doing so, and it is necessary to observe the unified policies of the 
Council of Ministers, 


24.2: Only the organs authorized to assign plans are authorized to adjust 
plans. 


24,3: The adjustment of annual plans takes place at mid-year; it is 
absolutely forbidden to adjust annual plans during the last quarter of 

that year. When adjusting plans, the units must rebalance the relevant 
elements in their over-all plans, while at the same time including the 
approved changes in the plan and reporting those changes to the statistical 
Organ. 


Article 25: The determination of plan fulfillment. 


25.1: The system of determining the fulfillment of annual plans must be 
strictly implemented in all of the base-level units, districts, provinces, 
and ministries. By the end of the first quarter of the following year, 

it is necessary to complete the determination of plan fulfillment and 
announce the results of plan implementation during the previous year. 


The system of norms used to judge plan fulfillment of the sectors, 
localities, and base-level units is a system of legal norms assigned with 
the plans of those units. 


25.2: The upper-echelon management organ is respons.ble for judging the 
fulfillment of plans by the units of the echelon immediately below it. 

The statistical organs of the managing organs coordinate with the planning 
organ and the other relevant organs in preparing for the head of the 
competent organ documents which verify the fulfillment of plans by the 
units of the echelon immediately below. 
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Chapter V 
Implementing Articles 


Article 26: This system is applied in planning throughout the nation and 
is effective from the day it is signed. Previous regulations regarding 
national economy planning that conflict with this system are mllified, 


Article 27: The State Planning Commission is responsible for guiding the 
implementation of this system; monitoring and inspecting its implementation 
of the sectors, localities, and base-level units; and recommending to the 
Council of Ministers points which must be amended or supplemented. 


The supplementation and abolition of the stipulations in this system are 
within the sphere of authority of the Council of Ministers. 


Article 28: Ministers and the heads of organs equivalent to ministries and 
organs directly under the Council of Ministers; the chairmen of the 
people's committees of the provinces, municipalities, and special zones 
directly under the central level; the chairmen of people's committees of 
districts and units equivalent to the district; the chairmen of the 
people's committees of the villages and units equivalent to villages; and 
the base-level units of the national economy are responsible for imple- 
menting this system. 


The units and individuals within the sphere of the stipulations made in 
this system will be dealt with in accordance with state laws now in effect,

LE THANH NGHI DELIVERS SPEECH ON DISTRICT PLANNING

[ Speech by Le Thanh Ngehi, a member of the Political Bureau and a Vice- 
premier, at a conference of leadership cadres from Bac Bo delta and pied- 
mont provinces and districts regarding the drafing of district plans, held 
on 5 Decmber 1979: "Firmly Grasp the Guidance Thoughts of the 1980 Plan, 
Do a Good Job of Drafting District Plans in Combination With Developing the 
Districts and Perfecting the District Echelon" | 


[Text] Dear Comrades, 


During the past several days you have listened to presentations on many 
matters regarding the drafting of plans at the district and base levels. 


In order to assimilate, and do a good job of applying, the things that have 
presented during this conference, it is necessary to firmly grasp and 
expound upon the following principal matters: 


1. The guidance thoughts that must be fully understood when drafting the 
plans for 1980 and the next several years. 


2. The good organization of the dmfting of district-level plans. 


3. The necessity of closely combining the drafting of district-level 
plans with the development of districts and the perfecting of the district 
echelon. 


Today, I would like to stress those matters. It may be said that during 
the past several days the conference has “opened up" many matters, so now I 
would like to “wrap up" and “lock up” some of the most basic of then. 


I, The Guidance Thoughts That Must Be Thoroughly Understood When Drafting 
Plans for 1980 and the Next Few Year: 
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Our entire nation ie faced with three common tasks of a strategic nature: 
Stablliging and maintaining the people's living conditions. 
Strengthening national defense and security, defending the homeland, 
Building the material-technical bases of socialism, 


All three of those tasks have requirements which are both great and urgent; 
they must be carried out simultaneously, and none of them may be eliminated 
or temporarily set aside, The three tasks are very closely related, and 
both stimulate and restrict one another, 


The carrying out of one tack ‘1s a condition for assuring the good implemen- 
tation of the others, but wiln regard to the use of manpower and materiel 
those three tasks limit one another, 


The plans for 1980 and the next several years must assure the carrying out 
of those tasks at a time when the economy is experiencing many difficulties 
and imbalances which are in some ways more serious than during previous 
years. That situation has been caused by many objective factors and sub- 
jective deficiencies, which were analyzed by the fifth and sixth plenums of 
the Party Central Committee. 


Can we overcome the difficulties and carry out those three strategic tasks? 


The situation compels us to overcome the difficulties and meet the urgent 
requirements of the three strategic tasks, and we have the conditions and 
Capabilities to accomplish that. That affirmation is based not only on 
the basic political factors (such as the leadership of the party, the 
revolutionary spirit of the masses, and the combined strength of the pro- 
letarrian dictatorship), but also on actual economic bases. 


We still have great economic potential that yet been well developed and 
utilized in all sectors, localities, and bases, in all aspects of the 
process of reproduction, especially in labor, land, equipment, materiais, 
goods, capital, itc. With the existing material conditions, if we merely 
do a better job of managing and oppose the evils of waste, thievery, care- 
lessness, and deceit the economy will have notable reserve forces with 
which to reduce its difficulties and overcome some of its imbalances. For 
that reason, struggling to overcome the negative aspects of economic and 
social activities was established by the Sixth Plenum of the Party Central 
Committee as one of the three urgent tasks. 


We have spoken much of those latent capabilities, but we still have not 
done a good job of developing them, first of all because our management 
has not yet fully manifested the lines of the party and has not correctly 
applied economic laws that are appropriate to the special characteristics 
of our country, which is in the initial phase of the period of transition 
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from small-scale production to large-scale socialist production. The 
clearest manifestations of that are that many economic policies and mana- 
gerial systems are no longer appropriate, which causes workers to lack 
enthusiasm for production, and that people who engage in dishonest, illegal 
livelihood continue to operate brazenly, so the evils of carelessness, 
dishonesty, and irresponsibility have bases on which to develop. 


The Six Plenum of the Party Central Committee pointed out the direction for 
overcoming the errors and deficiencies in economic policies and in mana- 
gement. On that basis, the Council of Ministers has promulgated or is 
preparing to promulgate a number of specific policies to eliminate the 
obstacles, in order to stimulate, and create good conditions for the de- 
velopment of, the exploitation of latent capabilities and the development 
of production. 


The spirit of the Resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the Party Central 
Committee has begun to affect the production situation, especially agricul- 
tural production and the peasant masses. As regards the Bac Bo delta and 
piedmont regions, where the socialist production relationships are well 
established, the masses are politically mature, and the corps of mana- 
gement cadres is relatively experienced, that influence is even clearer, 
especially in the places which have good party organizat. s and the 
collective mastership right of the people is truly honored. The recent 
changes represent only the first step in renovating management, but their 
effect is truly a new factor which we must grasp and strongly develop. 


In addition to amending the economic policies and management systems, 

which we have done and are continuing to do in an active manner, we are now 
undertaking a more thorough review of planning during the recent period and 
straightforwardly exposing the shortcomings, in order to reach the neces- 
sary conclusions toward rearranging planning in a new spirit -- one which 
is both imbued with the pirit of revolutionary offensive and has a strict 
scientific nature -- closely calculate the actual conditions, and pay 
all-out attention to economic efficiency. Thanks to personal experience, 
we know that planning which exceeds actual capabilities and does not 
closely calculate effectiveness causes waste and increases the difficulties 
and imbalances. Therefore, implementing planning in a new spirit is an 
important factor in overcoming the difficulties and reducing the imbalances 
of the economy. 


In brief, the economy is entering 1980 with many fierce difficulties, but 
it still has much great latent potential amd new factors which we must 
understand and develop in order .- ‘come the difficulties and transform 
the economic situation. We must forwardly expose the difficulties 
and deficiencies, but we absoluteiy 1 % not be pe.simistic, upset, or 
hesitant; on the contrary, we must be siert and resolutely seek all ways 
to exploit all latent capabilities in order to gradually overcome the 
difficulties and enable the economy to develop wholesomely and solidly. 
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That lo the first requirement and is also the basic spirit in drafting the 
plans for 1980 and the next several years, 


On the basis of that fundamental spirit, the plans for 1980 and the next 
several years we muet fully understand the following guidance thoughts. 


Ll. Truly concentrate to a higher degree on agriculture: increase the 
output of cultivation and animal husbandry on the basis of fully utilizing 
labor and land; achieve intensive cultivation, increase productivity, and 
increase the number of growing seasons on developed land; and clear 
wasteland in omer to stably and effectively expand expand acreage. In 
agriculture, it is necessary to concentrate on staple food, agricultural 
raw materials, and agricultural products for export. Investment must also 
be concentrated in the industrial bases serving agriculture. All sectors 
are responsible for serving agriculture with a spirit of giving it number- 
one priority. 


2, Make the greatest efforts to increase export capabilities, especially 
agricultural products, marine products, and forestry products, and produce 
contracted-out goods for foreign countries. Each sector and locality must 
balance exports with imports, and must set a deadline for increasing 
exports to make up for imports. The places with conditions for doing so 
must export more than they import. 


3. Set capital construction objectives and construction schedules that are 
appropriate to capabilities with regard to capital and construction 
materials, and give priority to projects which serve agriculture and 
exports, and to projects which create energy and raw materials. We must 
positively overcome the situation of dispersed, prolonged, low-efficiency 
construction. 


4, Positively exploit the domestic sources of raw materials in order to 
fully utilize the existing production capabilities of the economic compo- 
nents, especially with regard to the consumer goods industry, and assure 
the balancing of imported materials (as permitted by foreign exchange 
capabilities) with a number of selected products, with emphasis on the 
sectors creating raw materials, materials, and spare parts, and the sectors 
producing export goois. Attention must be paid to rearranging production 
plans and the utilization of labor by the industrial bases that cannot 
balance materials. 


5. Create a fundamental transformation in state purchasing in order to 
concentrate the control of goods in the hands of the state on the basis of 
improving the state purchasing policies (stabilizing obligations by means 
of two-way economic contracts and making additional purchases at negotiated 
prices) and rectifying the organization of state purchasing, especially by 
unifying and guiding the supplying of materials and goods, and state 
purchasing, at the district level. We must strengthen the management of 
materials and goods, and oppose thievery, collusion, speculation, hoarding, 
and dishonest trading. 
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6, selectively strengthen the material-technical bases of the communica- 
tions and transportation sector, accompanied by the rectif‘cation of mana- 
gement, while also strongly shifting over to the development and use of the 
nonmotorizged land and water transportation facilities, 


?. Rationally readjust the distribution of labor among the various aceas, 
{improve policies, and do a good job of organizing and using redundant 
labor in the state sector, while at the same time continuing to amend the 
policies in order to encourage the workers and peasants from producing 
enthustastically, and endeavoring to increase labor productivity, 


8, Improve policies while strengthening the management of finance, curren- 
cy, credit, prices, and salaries, in order to create conditions for the 
wholesome and stable development of the economy and the living conditions 
of the people, especially workers, civil servants, and people who earn 
legitimate livings. 


9. Meet the requirements of national defense and security, be combat- 
ready, and have economic contingency plans in order to take the initiative 
in coping with all situations. The armed forces must have plans to 
positively participate in economic construction, and meet part of their 
food needs. 


10. Do a good job of fulfilling our international obligations towaru the 
Lao and Kampuchean revolutions, and strengthen the two-party and multi- 
party cooperative relationships with the Soviet Union and the other 
COMECON countries. Expand economic and trade relations with the other 
countries. 


Due to those requirements, the 1980 plan must achieve balances on the 
basis of the existing capabilities, accompanied by the positive exploita- 
tion of the latent capabilities of our country, with a spirit of revolu- 
tionary offensive and very strong consciousness of self-reiiance, without 
waiting on or depending on the outside or the upper echelon. We must 
tighten up the norms, practice extreme economy, pay attention to economic 
effectiveness, and pay special attenrion to increasing labor productivity. 


Struggle goals must be tied in with methods and the organization of 
implementation; we must increase the effectiveness of planning, while also 
doing a good job of utilizing market relationships and guiding economic 
activities into the common orbit of planning the national economy. 


The guidance thought that has been concretized in the points mentioned 
above is the application of the lines of the Party Congresses and the 
spirit of the resolutions of the Central Committee, especially the 
Resolution of the Sixth Plenum, in order to point out the difficulties, 
make progress in overcoming the imbalances, meet the urgent requirements 
of the three strategic missions, and enable the economy to advance 
strongly. 
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With tegara to the delta and pledmont regions, full understanding of the 


above-mentioned euldance thought revolves around the following key pointes 
lL, The dietriets’' 1980 plane must concentrate on the fulfiliment of the 
principa, mi Lon H 
Oling all-o t to develop agricultural production, with concentration on 
tapie food, nonotaple food, and agricultural products for export, in 
accordance with the production directions that have been determined for 
each district. The diotricts with forests must closely combine agriculture 
with forestry and fishing. 


There must be a new transformation with regard to exports, and all capabil- 
ities must be exploited in omler to increase the volume of exports during 
\980 and prepare conditions for rapidly increasing exports during future 
years, The principal source of exports 1s agricultural products (special 
rice varieties; such industrial crops as peanuts, jute, rush, tobacco, tea, 
mulberry leaves, etc,.; such vegetables and fruits as onions, garlic, 
peppers, coconuts, watermellon, etc.; such medicinal plants as essence of 
peppermint, etc,), marine products (especially shrimp), forestry products 
(including wood and the secondary forest products), and handicrafts, 
artistic goods, and export goods produced on a contracted-out basis. 


Building up the consumer goods industry, which consists of two aspects: 
providing such raw materials as sugarcane, tea, tobacco, peanuts, jute, 
raw lilk, vegetables and fruit, ete., to the factories, and developing 
artisan industry and handicrafts at the district level (including handi- 
erafte in the agricultural cooperatives), especially fishing, salt-making, 
food processing, feed processing, the production of agricultural imple- 
ments and construction materials, the production of oriinary consumer goods 
from local raw materials, and the production of artistic handicrafts and 
contracted-out goods for export. Attention must be paid to the trades 
which meet the needs of the people in the district and create additional 
goods to exchange with the peasants, especially construction materials, 
wooden items, pottery, earthenware, etc, 


On the basis of the recently promulgated state purchasing policy and the 
readjustment of the organization of state purchasing at the district level, 
we must promote the state purchasing of agricultural products, especially 
staple foods, nonstaple foods, agricultural raw materials, and agricul- 
tural products for export, and assure the norms regarding the delivery of 
products to the state, while also doing a good job of managing and organiz- 
ing the distribution of staple food, materials, and goods and fulfilling 
the needs of the people. 


All sectors and all activities in the sphere of the district, as well as 
the guidance of the party committees and the governmental administrations 
and the mass proselytizing work of the mass associations must concentrate 
on the fulfillment of those central tasks, above all the production and 
State purchasing of foodstuffs. 
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é, In the overeall difficult situation with regam to the economy, the 
itate's abliity to invest in and supply materials and goods to limited. 
specittioally, the capital invested in cement, iron, and steel was less than 
during the previous year, and we must concentrate their use in agriculture 
and irrigation, and reduce their use for other things, Especially, we must 
#0 all-out to limit our investment in nonproductive projects, In general, 
chemical fertilizers, including nitrogenous and phosphate fertilizers, az 
about the same as the 1979 plan norms, Less fuel (POL, coal) was provided 
this year. Such materials as wood, cement, iron and steel, bricks, and 
tiles also declined, and greater difficulties were encountered with regard 
to consumer goods distributed by the central echelon, goods made of cotton, 
plastic, and aluminum, metals, sugar, tea, tobacco, cooking fuel, etc., were 
aiso more scarce than last year, 


In that situation, we must develop to high degree our spirit of self- 
reliance and absolutely exploit all latent on-the-spot capabilities, in 
omer to balance the plan and assure the fulfillment of the tasks that have 
been assigned, 


Those latent capabilities are: 


The full utiligation of labor, land, natural resources, and the existing 
material-technical bases. 


The tight management, and correct distribution and use of, materials, goods, 
and staple food, in omler to bring about better ecomic effectiveness, 
ovecome distribution on an equalized, subsidizing basis, and resolutely 
oppose thievery and collusion, 


It must be clearly realized that we have new factors and new conditions 
with which to strongly develop those latent capabilities. They are: 


The effect of the new policies that have been or are about to be promul- 
gated, in the spirit of the Resolution of the Sixth Plenum 

of the Party Central Committee, along with a number of improvements in the 
planning and management systems, in order to enable the workers to be con- 
tent and produce enthusiastically, and so that the bases and districts can 
have additional conditions for developing their initiative and creativity. 


The reorganization of production and management at the base level, especial- 
ly in the agricultural cooperatives and the districts in the process of 
building up the districts and strengthening the district echelon, has 
brought about a number of results, and now there are conditions for facili- 
tating the exploitation of all latent capabilities in the districts. 


In brief, fully understanding the principal missions and requirements, and 
absolutely exploiting the existing latent capabilities, on the basis of 
the new policies and conditions and in order to eliminate the imbalances 
and assure the fulfillment of missions is the basic spirit of the guidance 
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Lnought that must be lirmly g@mmeped when reviewing, Supplementing, ain 
further perfecting the 1960 plan and looking several years ahead, and in 
omer to assure the victorious fulfillment of the 1960 state plan in the 
deita and piedmont districts, 


The distriete which have held party congresses and approved a number of 
plan norme must also fully understand that spirit when reviewing, ad Jjust- 
ing, and supplementing them, as set forth in Directive 359 of the Govern- 
ment. 


II. Do a Good Job of Drafting District-Level Plans: 


When opening the conference, I spoke of the especially important position 
of the district plan with regard to the over-all state plan and the 
national economy. in brief, 1 said thats 


The district is a basic economic unit, the echelon which directly combines 
labor with land and the other natural resources, industry with agriculture, 
and the national economy with the collective economy. It is a strong 
fortress in the defense of the homeland. 


The key, most urgent tasks on which the economy must now concentrate are 
mostly district-orlented, The greatest and most basic latent capabilities 
which can be exploited to develop the economy, especially agriculture, are 
also directly controlled and balanced by the districts. The main direc- 
tions in the transformation of planning are also carried out first of all 
at the district level, for the district is a basic economic unit made up 
of many production and commerial bases and is the place in which the 
collective mastership right of the people is directly exercised. 


The contents and methods of drafting district plans were clearly stated in 
Directive 359 of the Premier, and during this conference you have heard 
various comrades make presentations and give specific guidance. 


Here, I will emphasize only a few of the most important points that must be 
Changed in omer to do a good job of drafting district plans. 


First, plans must be drafted at the base level. Second, plans must be bala 
balanced at the district level, 


1. Drafting plans at the base level, 


The district's base-level units include many types. Here, I will speak 
only of the agricultural cooperatives because they are the most important 
bases managed by the district, and the basic matters regarding the drafting 
of cooperative plans are also applicable to the other types of state and 
collective bases. 
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I will not talk about the speclaliged contents and methods of the drafting 
of cooperative plans, for there already existe much guidance mterial, I 
will only stress a new spirit in our working method: we must enable the 
cooperative plane to truly become action programs drafted by the coopera- 
tive members and implemented with a spirit of collective mastership. 


That te a basic principle which ie based on the nature of planning under a 
socialist regime, What is new is that we have some new conditions for 
strictly implementing that principle, 


Those new conditions are: 


In general, the agricultural cooperatives in the delta and piedmont areas 
have production directions that are appropriate to the over-all district 
plans. The scale of the cooperatives and the production units has been 
rationally readjusted and stabilised (the scale of a cooperative is about 
300 hectares), The policy of strengthening the basic production units and 
rationally reorganizing the specialized units is a step toward rectifying 
the organigational-managerial structure of the cooperatives so that it can 
be appropriate to the present level of production. A number of policies 
have recently been amended and supplemented, especially the policy regari- 
ing distribution within the cooperative and the policies of encouraging the 
full utiligation of land and promoting animal husbandry. Other important 
policies, such as those regarding the state purchasing agricultural produc- 
tion, the supplying of materials and goods, two-way exchanges between the 
state and the peasants, etc., are being studied so that they may be 
promulgated. All of those changes and amendments are intended to heighten 
the sense of responsibility of each production unit and each individual 
worker with regard to the ultimate results of production, and to assure the 
unanimity of the interests of the state and the interests of the collec- 
tives and of each laborer, and therefore closely combine the obligations 
and rights of the collective mastership system. Those are revolutionary 
motive forces, strong levers which encourage the workers to produce enthu- 
siastically, be concerned with the collective interest, positively fulfill 
their obligations, and voluntarily exchange agricultural products with the 
state. 


Those new conditions create the concern and unity of the masses for draft- 
ing cooperative plans and plans for each unit, for to discuss the struggle 
goals and methods of implementing plans is to enable each production unit 
and individual to clearly understand what they must do, and what will be 
distributed to them if they fulfill their obligations. 


From the actual experience of the advanced cooperatives and a number of 
cooperatives in Mai Hau District which have gone a step ahead in drafting 
plans in the new spirit, we can arrive at the following general conclusions: 


All cooperatives have latent capabilities that can be exploited, especially 
with regard to land and labor, in omer to achieve intensive cultivation, 











Lnerwace yields, increase the number of growing seasons, expand acreage, 
develop animal husbandry, develop the sectors and trades, reduce production 
expenses, Lnoerease the incomes of the cooperatives and the cooperative 
members, and contribute more to the state. Those latent capabilities are 
even more evident when a comparison is made between cooperatives which 
similar production conditions, or between production unite in the same 
cooperative. Hai Hau is a district with accomplishments in intensively 
cultivating, and increasing the ylelds of, rice, But in general, during 
the past several years the rice ylelds of the cooperatives with similar 
land conditions have differed from between five to seven quintals to more 
than a ton per hectare, Between different areas in a district, the annual 
rice ylelde differ by three to four tons per hectare. The movement to 
Study, catch up with, and surpass the advanced units, and increase the 
uniformity among the production units are important and practical methods 
for exploiting the potential capabilities of the delta and piedmont dis- 
tricts. 





Since the state's ability to invest and supply materlais is limited, the 
cooperatives can by themselves exploit some of those latent capabilities on 
the basis of developing the collective mastership role of the cooperative 
members, If that ls to be accomplished, the cooperative plans must not be 
discussed only by the cadres, but must be discussed by the units, and 
arrangements must be made for all cooperative members, the people who 
participate directly in production to specifically discuss and calculate 
the norms, methods, and production plans, and the production plans must be 
tied in with the expenditure and distribution plans. Matters must be 
presented to the cooperative members in a realistic manner, and the pres- 
enting of complicated charts with many confusing figures should be avoided. 
Discussions of plans must result in the clear determination of obligations 
and rights of each production unit and workers, and must be tied in with 
tre supplementation and completion of the norms in the cooperative. Only 
thereby can we have plans which are positive, solid, and highly effective. 


If the masses are to be concerned with, enthusiastically draft, and imple- 
ment plans, we must rectify the cooperatives’ organization of production 
and management, and do a good job of implementing the recently promulgated 
policies, as discussed above. Although that is appropriate to the require- 
ments of the cooperatives and the aspirations of the cooperative members, 
the district must inspect and guide that implementation in order to 

create a good premise for the masses to exercise their collective masteship 
right in drafting and implementing plans. 


50 that the cooperatives can strongly develop their initiative and respon- 
sibllity in drafting plans, the state must continue to adopt specific 
policies, especially those regarding the state purchasing of agricultural 
products and the supplying of materials and goods. The principal legal 
pian norms of the state regarmiing cooperatives are the agricultural 
products purchasing norms, depending on the cooperative'’s production 
direction, and the norms regarding the supplying of materials and goods. 
The norms regariing production are only of a guidance nature, and are not 
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imposed on the cooperatives, We must resolutely end the situation of 
cooperatives having to draft plans that sult the district, in contrast to 
the plan norms assigned to the production units. The cooperative's dis- 
tribution plan must be drafted by it and approved by a congress of coopera- 
tive members, The district does not review the draft, but merely monitors 
proceedings to assure that the state policies are correctly implemented. 


Those things can be carried out well only when the cooperative has a well- 
developed party organization which has solidarity and unity, is close to 
the masses, and has a corps of management cadres that has the confidence 

of the masses, That is a basic condition for assuring that the cooperative 
advances stably. Therefore, rectifying the management of cooperatives in 
general and improving planning in particular, cannot be separated from 
party building. In the immediate future, we must do a good job of imple- 
menting Directive 72 of the Secretariat, accompanied by the policy of 
issuing party member cards. 


Such experiences have a broad significance with regard to all cooperatives. 
On the basis of those experiences the districts must review the drafting of 
1980 plans in the cooperatives during the recent period. Those which have 
not done a good job or have not done their work in the right spirit must 
supplement and amend their plans, and create a good basis for drafting 
plans for future seasons and years. Results in drafting cooperative plans 
are not only manifested in the norms but must be transformed into acts on 
the part of the masses in the fields, first of all in promoting production 
during the winter-spring season. 


2. Achieve balances in the sphere of the district. 


The drafting of plans at the base level is the primary condition for the 
drafting of good district plans. But the district plan is not merely the 
sum of the base plans. It must also resolve common problems at the 
district level, in accordance with the 10 points set forth in Directive 
359 of the Premier. I will emphasize some aspects that must be balanced 
in the sphere of the district which have an immediate importance and must 
be resolved with a new spirit, in contrast with the previous method: 


Balancing labor and land in the sphere of the district. 


The full utiligation of labor and land is a foremost requirement and a 
basic factor in the production plans of each cooperative. In actuality, we 
often encounter a situation that is widespread in the delta and piedmont 
district: some cooperatives with little land, a labor surplus, and a 

high level of intensive cultivation and increased yields which have a low le 
level of commodity production, while there are some cooperatives with 

much land and few wrkers which have low yields bu many latent capabilities 
for rapidly intensifying cultivation and increasing the number of growing 
seasons in order to rapidly increase acreage and output. If we are to 
fully utilize labor and land we must escape from the framework of “closed” 
balancing in each cooperative and achieving balance in the sphere of the 
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of the district (tiled in with the plan to redistribute labor throughout the 


mation). In the ephere of balancing at the district level, the appropriate 
working method is to achieve cooperation, by means of many flexible forms, 
among the cooperatives, in accordance with economic contract relations. 


As tor the district, it organizes, mobilizes, guides, and arbitrates. 
Recently, in a number of places there has been the situation of districts 
Mraging the labor of the cooperatives in an administrative manner, or 
mobliiging the workers for purely political reasons, without calculating 
economic benefit and effectiveness, so the results have been very limited 
and there is considerable waste. We must learn from experience and go 
all-out to avoid that situation. 


The balancing of labor and land in the sphere of the district must be 

based on the cooperative plans. The cooperatives with much land must not 
only draft development plans according to their labor capabilities, but 
also draft plans to achieve intensive cultivation, increase the number of 
growing Seasons, and expand their acreage to the highest degree, ina 
manner appropriate to their land conditions. On that basis, they must 
mobilize their labor to the greatest possible degree, and must make up for 
labor shortages in certain tasks and at certain times by carrying out 
exchanges with cooperatives which have labor surpluses, in a manner agreed 
to by the two sides, perhaps by hiring workers or organizing a cooperative 
effort. Cooperatives which cannot work all their land may allow coopera- 
tives with many workers to use their unworked land under agreed-to condi- 
tions. For example, in Song Lo District (Vinh Phu Province), some coopera- 
tives with little land have taken the initiative in borrowing land from 
other cooperatives in omer to grow additional non-rice staple foods. 

Along those lines, it is possible to develop division-of-labor and coopera- 
tive relationships between the cooperatives and the other production bases 
in the district, in omer to fully utilize the existing labor, land, and 
material facilities in many appropriate forms, from carrying out a division 
of labor in omer to assure a number of tasks in the production process to 
cooperation in the production of some products. In some districts there 
has been oc@anized a division of labor among cooperatives in the production 
of breeding hogs (cooperatives experienced in raising sows or incubating 
ducks supply sows or ducklings to the other cooperatives), or several 
cooperatives get together to raise fish and ducks on a large water area, to 
produce bricks and tiles in places where they can be made without using 
Cultivated land, etc. Some districts with much rush, such as Kim Son 
District, have carried out cooperation between the cooperatives with rush 
fields and the other cooperatives in the form of dividing up the output 
according to the work points contributed by the workers. The important 
thing is that the form of cooperation must be based on the needs of produc- 
tion, bring about results for the participating parties, and impose 
compulsory responsibilities based on agreed-to economic contracts. The 
piaces which have organized combines in a formalistic manner, which have 
cumbersome apparata and do not bring about economic results, must review 
and change then. 
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With regard to the districte which still have land that can be developed 
and used for agricultural production, the balancing of labor and land in 
the sphere of the district must also meet the extremely important require- 
ment of going all-out to promote land clearing and expanding the agricul - 
tural area in accordance with a district plan. The province must help the 
districts rapidly carry out surveying, draft specific land-clearing plans, 
and determine production directions that are appropriate to the land con- 
ditions and the economic-technical factors, so that land-clearing can bring 
about the best, most rapid economic results, while also protecting the 
fertility of the soll and the environment. The land-clearing forms the 
districts may utilige include using the labor, conditions, and facilities 
of the cooperatives with little land to carry out land clearing and create 
new bases and gradually develop those bases into new cooperatives. The 
district must make additional investments in some essential aspects, 
especially irrigation, and give additional assistance with regard to 
materials and facilities, depending on the capabilities of the district. 
The districts which have much land and can clear wasteland on a large 
scale, but which have limited capabilities, must be assisted by the prov~ 
{nee and the central level in drafting a district plan to clear wasteland 
over a period of several years which combines state investment with the 
mobiligation of the people's manpower, According to the production plans 
and direction in that area, either state farms or cooperatives must be 
organized. 


Balancing production with the supplying of materials and goods and the 
purchasing and distribution of agricultural products: 


The contents of that balancing are that production plans must be inter- 
erally related to the plans to supply materials and goods. Such plans must 
also correspond to the two-way state purchasing plans, and on the basis of 
those purchasing plans it is necessary to draft plans to distribute 
agricultural products. In those plans, it is most important that staple 
food be balanced on a district-wide basis. 


To achieve those balances it is necessary to have new policies regarding 
the state purchasing of agricultural products and the supplying of state 
materials and goods. it is also necessary that the Government assign to 
the districts responsibility for supplying materials and goods and for 
purchasing agricultural products (these responsibilities should be tempo- 
rarily assigned to the District Commercial-Living Conditions Committee, 
which will help the District People's Committee unify the guidance of that 
task, in accordance with Directive #4 of the Premier). 


Yor a long time now, those imbalances have existed here and there in many 
areas, The method of distributing materials and gocis, furthermore, has 
been equalizing in nature and has thus been irrational, has not brought 

corresponding economic effectiveness, and has caused much waste and loss. 
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The dietricts must now firmly control those material tacilities and have a 
plan for distributing and using them in the economically most effective 
way. The commercial, staple food, materials, financial, and other sectors 
must eive general guidance regarding distribution principles and systens, 
but the district must assume responsibility for the results of the invest- 
ment of materiale, goods, and capital in omer to increase production and 
purchase many agricultural products, In that spirit, Hail Hau does not 
intend to distribute nitrogenous fertilizer on an equalising basis in 1960, 
as it has done in previous years, but to give priority to cooperatives with 
large areas which are capable of rapidly increasing commodity production. 
The cooperatives which have little land and low commodity output must meet 
most of their needs by using their organic fertilizer (manure, greed 
fertilizer, alluvium, etc, ). 


In the past, some goods wh! id not meet basic needs, such as thermos 
bottles, teapots, enamelwar ‘uminum ware, etc,, were distributed largely 
to organs, industrial worker, officials, and village cadres on an issuance 
basis. Now, larger quantities of those goods may be used in two-way 
exchanges with the peascuts in order to encourage them to produce agricul- 
tural products and sell them to the state. In Hai Hau District, even goods 
that are regarded as necessities have been effectively used in exchange for 
agricultural products. For example, recently the state sold two meters of 
satin, for which coupons were collected. Purchasers had to sell the state 
15 kilos of paddy. The peasants were very enthusiastic. 








Those are some examples regarding the use of materials and goods to affect 
production and state purchases when the district can take the initiative 
in distributing materials and goods. 


That spirit must be fully manifested in the central level's plans to dis- 
tribute materials and goods to the provinces, and in the province's plans 
to distribute them to the districts. We must resolutely bring an end to 
uniform, equalizing distribution that is separated from the plans to 
distribute materials and goods and from the production and pruchasing 
plans. The districts with high commodity output must be supplied more 
materials and goods. That is something that is necessary and rational. 


On the basis of closely combining plans regarding production, the supply- 
ing of materials and goods, and state purchasing, the district must doa 
good job of fulfilling the plans to supply agricultural products to the 
State and balance foodstuffs in the sphere of the district. A feature of 
plans to balance staple food is that the state assigns to the district 
legal plan norms regarmiing the amount of staple food sent out of the 
district, on the basis of a new policy regarding the state purchasing of 
staple food. The district takes the initiative in meeting all staple food 
needs for all people in the district by drafting plans to distribute it on 
the basis of state standards and policies regarding people not engaged in 
agriculture. The district must regard the supplying of increasingly 
larger amounts of staple food and other agricultural products to the prov- 
ince and the central echelon as a mission of foremost importance. With 
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regard to districts with much specialized agricultural land, they must 
make the greatest efforts to provide their own staple food, But they 
should not for that reason restrict the development of industrial crops. 
Their staple food shortfalls will be made up by the province, 


I would like to once again stress the vital importance of the staple food 
problem, The requirement of positively balancing staple food in each 
locality requires us to fully utilize all capabilities and mobilize ali 
forces to promote production, It is absolutely forbidden to let land lie 
fallow, for an inch of ground is an inch of gold. In addition to the 
peasant forces, we must mobilize all other forces to produce staple food, 
such as troops, workers, and civil servants (some must participate in pro- 
duction, and those who remain at home must do the work of those who have 
gone °° participate in production), older students, etc. The state farms 
gro. .@ industrial crops, and the state forests, must also fully utilize 
thelr land to meet part of their staple food needs, especially non-rice 
staple foods (corn, potatoes, manioc, taro, etc.), but they should not let 
that affect the development of industrial crops and afforestation. The 
state has adopted a number of incentive policies, Now the emphasis must be 
on implementing them. 


In brief, drafting plans and assuring balance among production, the supply- 
ing of materials and goods, and the state purchasing and distribution of 
agricultural products amount to a new, very important development which 
will enable the districts to use their existing material facilities as too 
tools for controlling and managing economic activities, and for strengthen- 
ing the districts’ role and responsibility with regard to production and 
livelihood in the sphere of the district. 


Firmly controlling and making good use of the material-technical bases in 
the district, uniformly developing agricultural development, and gradually 
creating an agricultural-industrial structure, 


The process of creating an agricultural-industrial structure at the dis- 
trict level demands that we gradually build up the material-technical 
bases of the state and the cooperatives so that they may be appropriate to 
the district plan, and rationally carry out the decentralization of 
management to the district level. But there is another important aspect 
which has not received adequate attention: the management and use of 
material bases and facilities in such a way that combines agriculture and 
industry into a single structure, so that they are unified with each other 
and exert a uniform effect on carrying out the district's production 
direction, and assure good economic effectiveness, 


In general, there has now been formed at the district level a network of 
material-technical bases directly managed by the district which consists of 
a tractor and agricultural machinery repair station, an irrigation station, 
seedstock and breeding stock stations, materials supplying bases, retail 
stores and stalls, purchasing stations, agricultural processing bases,

tranopo tation and capital construction bases, etc, That is not to mention 
the cultural, educational, public health, and public welfare bases, which 
also play an important role in production and life. If one also counts the 
material bases of the agricultural cooperatives and the artisan industry- 
handicrafts cooperatives, there exists in the districts a notable quantity 
of machinery and other material facilities, 


A wideopread situation at present is that the management and utilization of 
those bases and facilities is still dispersed and fragmented among sectors 
or “enclosed” within the production units, Some aspects of the relation- 
ship between the districts' commercial and service organizations have still 
not been well resolved, which has caused confusion and trouble, Although 
the district plans encompass all the operational sectors and base-level 
unite, they still have an "assembled" nature and have not been united into 
a Single structure, 


In order to overcome that situation, the district plans must be based on a 
firm grasp of all forces and material facilities, especially machinery, 
materials, and goods, and their mobiligation in the service of the dis- 
trict's principal, key task: serving agriculture and agricultural coopera- 
tives. At the same time, on the basis of those plans we must resolve the 
relationshiy between the district's production and commercial units and the 
cooperatives, and among the district's production and commercial units, by 
means of economic contracts which impose responsibility and assure one 
another's responsibility (and go all-out to avoid accomplishing that by 
administrative means alone). 


An important consideration with regard to district plans is that they must 
achieve the uniform, harmonious functioning of the material bases and 
facilities managed by the district, with regard to agricultural production. 
In order to meet that requirement, Nam Ninh District organized its network 
of material-technical bases which serve production and life into economic- 
technical clusters in small areas within the district which had from five 
to seven cooperatives and had similar land conditons. Tractor units, 
stores for supplying materials all goods or for purchasing agricultural 
procucts, etc., were set up in the areas and had the same scope of service. 
Therefore, it was possible to combine them with one another to exert a 
uniform, timely effect on agricultural production in that area and assure 
that the two-wayrelationships between the state and the peasants are close 
and convenient. Among the cooperatives in the area there has begun to be 
instituted a division of labor and cooperation in producing seedstock, 
breeding stock, etc., to supply to one another. 


That is an organizational method which we must study, and which can be 
combined with technical guidance and the area-wide organisation of the 
other service bases, in order to enable the economic-technical clusters to 
nave greater effect on agricultural production and further the carrying out 
of the three revolutions in the rural areas. However, we must not organ- 
ige the management-administrative apparatus according to clusters, or 
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transform the clusters into an intermediate echelon. We must also avoid 
the tendency to achieve balances only within each cluster, 


Therefore, the process of forming agricultural-industrial structures in the 
districts 1s developed step-by-steep, in depth and in breadth, and takes 
place in each cooperative, in each small area of the district, and in the 
scope of the entire district. 


The district plan must further the formation of that structure, while at 
Une same time, on the basis of that structure, raise the level of over- 
all balancing among the sector and the production units, and among produc- 
tion, circulation, and distribution in the sphere of the district. 


III. The Drafting of District Plans Must Be Closely Bound to Developing 
the District and Perfecting the District Echelon 


from the contents and requirements of the present cycle of district plan 
drafting, and especially from the new problems encountered in drafting 
district plans which I have just discussed (especially the problem of 
balancing plans in the sphere of the district, controlling and coordinat- 
ing the material facilities, uniform'y affecting production, purchasing, 
and distribution, forming economic-technical clusters in small areas within 
the district), we can clearly see that the drafting of good district plans 
is an important step toward building up the district and strengthening the 
district echelon in accordance with Directive 33 of the Political Bureau 
and Resolution No 33 of the Council of Ministers. The drafting of district 
plans must become an important part of district development and the 
strengthening of the district echelon. 


Furthermore, in order to strengthen the initiative and responsibility of 
the district echelon in drafting plans and guiding the implementation 
plans, it is necessary to urgently carry out a number of tasks related to 
developing the districts and strengthing the district echelons 


1. The tasks of zoning the district and drafting district plans are close- 
ly related. The drafting of plans, especially the draft plan for 1981- 
1985, must be based on projections. And we must, in drafting plans, con- 
tinue to supplement, perfect, and improve the quality of projections. 


To date, nearly all of the delta and piedmont districts have completed 
their projections, except for a number of newly consolidated districts. 
Now, during the present plan drafting cycle, they must be supplemented and 
concretized in the form of small areas (clusters) in the district. At the 
Same time, attention must be paid to planning the cooperatives and the 
other production bases within the district. The province must make prog- 
ress in synthesizing and reviewing district draft projections, accompanied 
by the drafting of economic development plans on a provincial scale, in 
order to serve the drafting of the 1981-1985 five-year plan, in accordance 
with the instructions of the Council of Ministers. 
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The ministries and general departments must undergo strong transformations 
in Knowledwe and action regarding the development of their sector in the 
districts, They must draft a plan for the sector managed by the ministry 
and specificallly assign it to the district, and improve the organization 
and management of the sector in accordance with the requirements of devel- 
Oping the district and, along with the province, achieving at an early date 
the decentralization to the district of authority to manage the necessary 
bases, in accordance with the principle of clearly determining and closely 
combining the sector and local managerial relationships. In the immediate 
future, mus* assign to the districts authority to manage the bases which 
Supply « rials and goods and make state purchases, in order to assure 
unifiec » .dance by the district and closely coordinate the activities of 
those | S. 


2. On tne basis of zoning and projections, we must further the development 
of an agricultural-industrial structure in the sphere of the district, an 
regard that as an important part of planning. The combining of agriculture 
and industry into a single structure takes place in each cooperative and 
small area in the district, and in the district as a whole. 


The elements of the government which monitor district development must, 
along with the agricultural committees and the relevant sectors, promptiy 
recapitulate experiences regarding the development of economic-technical 
clusters, which combine agriculture and industry in + all areas, in Nam 
Ninh District and a number of other districts, in order to disseminate and 
promptly implement them. 


3. On the basis of a state purchasing policy which is about to be promul- 
gated, the provinces must determine stable obligatory contribution norms 
to the districts and quickly assign plan norms for the purchasing of 
agricultural products, as well as norms for the supplying of materials and 
goods, and the distribution of investment capital and budgetary funds, to 
the districts in 1980. That is a very essential basis on which the dis- 
tricts can review and supplement their 1980 plans at the base level and 
draft their 1981-1985 plan. 


We must continue to perfect the organization of the district in accordance 
with the stipulations of the Council of Ministers, draft operational rules 
for the district-level apparatus, and assure that the district can monitor, 
and give good guidance to the bases. The ministries and provinces must 
urgently implement the policy of sending cadres to supplement the district 
and base echelons, while at the same time promoting the training of dis- 
trict and cooperative cadres. At present, too many of the well-trained 
technical and managerial cadres are concentrated in the administrative- 
economic management organs, and in a number of state bases, while the 
college-trained cadres. That is an irrationality. The government's 
Organization Department must, along with the relevant ministries, study and 
resolve the problems regarding policies, and present to the government a 
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plan to transfer more college-level and secondary school-level cadres to 
the copperatives. The provinces, and especially the districts, must doa 
wood job of distributing and using scientific-technical cadres and economic 
Management cadres, 


During the past year progress has been made in developing the districts and 
perfecting the district echelon, but that task has not met the require- 
ments and the position of the district echelon does not yet correspond with 
that mandated by the Party Central Committee and the government. 


from our initial experience in developing the districts, with the new, 
advantageous conditions that~have been created in the spirit of the 5ixth 
Plenum of the Party Central Committee, we can see more clearly that some 
problems regarding the drafting of plans at the district level are tied in 
with the development of the districts and the perfecting of the district 
echelon, 


Immediately following this conference we will begin to implement Directive 
359 of the Government and endeavor to carry out our work according to 
schedule, in omer to meet the deadlines for synthesizing the provincial 
and central plans. At the same time, the campaign to supplement and 
complete the 1980 plans at the district and base levels must mobilize and 
organize a mass movement to compete in winning victories during the winte- 
spring season. First of all, we must urgently guard against and prevent 
drought, do a good job of tending the winter crop, and do a good job of 
preparing for the 5th month-spring crop. 


I hope that by the second conference of the delta and piedmont districts 
we will not only have additional experience in drafting plans and in guid- 
ing plan fulfillment at the base and district levels, but will also have 
attained initial results in agricultural production and have created 
momentum for the victorious fulfillment of the 1980 plan. 


I wish you good health and request you to relay to the people of the Bac Bo 
delta and piedmont areas, the provincial, district, and base cadres, the 
families of war dead and wounded soldiers, and the families of servicemen, 
the sincere regards of the Party Cental Committee and the Government.

As you all know, at present our party and state is promoting the transfor- 
mation of planning, in pORDLAD ECR with studying the economic problems, in 
order to serve the imp. oes ton of 1960 state plan and the drafting of 
the third five-year plan -1965), along the lines set forth by the 
resolution of the Fourth Pasty ‘Conguees and the resolutions of the Third, 
“iftn, and Sixth Plenums of the Party Central Committee. 
ne transformation of planning is a very important mission in the over-all 
‘ask of economic management, in order to enable planning, the central 
eament of the economic management system, to more fully reflect the lines 
e party and to do a better job of applying the objective economic 

laws ina manner appropriate to the characteristics of our country's 

omy, Which is in the initial phase of the transition to socialism and 
muSt shoulder the great and urgent tasks of the enterprise of building and 
lefending the socialist nomeland. 
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rder to fulfil. those requirements, planning must be transformed with 
regard to both contents and methods, Planning must develop and make the 
best posaible use of labor, natural resources, and existing material- 
technical bases, and on that basis gradually resolve the imbalances of the 
economy, first of all to solidly meet the needs for staple food, nonstapl: 
food, export goods, and consumer goods, combined with the gradual develop: 
ment of heavy industry, and advancing to the building of a modern indus- 
trial-agricultural economy. To transform the contents of planning along 
those lines te to highly develop self-reliance, overcome the attitude of 
Waiting on and depending on the upper echelon and the outside, positively 
levelop all latent potential in our country, in the localities, and in 
each, production base, and fully utilise all economic components and forms 
in the transition phase. That is also the principal way to fulfill the 
requirement of balancing plans positively and solidly, on a seclentific and 
realistic basis, in order to meet in a concentrated and complete manner the 
key objectives in each planning period, 


In order to assure that content, we must truly synthesize plans from the 
base and district levels, and develop the collective mastership right of 
the working people in drafting and implementing plans. Planning must fully 
manifest the principle of assuring concentrated, unified management by the 
central echelon, accompanied by the expansion of the initiative, creativ- 
ity, and responsibility of the localities and bases. That principle 
demands that we combine sector planning with local and territorial plan 
ning. At the same time, we must combine planning with the utiligation of 
market relationships, in order to fully utilize all capabilities and meet 
as well as possible the needs of society. 


The trancformation of planning must be closely combined with the improve- 
ment of all aspects of the economic management system, such as the incen- 
tive policies, the management and organization systems, and the apparata 
and cadres. Our country's actual experience has also clearly indicated 
that since our economy is still characterized by small-scale production, 
there are still many different economic components, and the sphere direct- 
ly affected by planning is still limited, the economic policies have a 
very important role and effect. But we cannot sit and wait for the other 
aspects of the management system to be improved before transforming plan- 
ning. Planning, the central and beginning aspect of all economic manage- 
men ., must be transformed soon. That will have an effect in stimulating, 
and creating advantages for, the improvement of the other aspects. 


With that viewpoint, during the recent period the Council of Ministers and 
the State Planning Commission, in addition to improving a number of 
economic policies in the spirit of the Resolution of the Sixth Plenum of 
the Party Central Committee, have promulgated and .re preparing many 
documents, such as those regarding the district-level planning system, 
statutes for industrial enterprises and enterprise combines, and planning 
systems for agricultural cooperatives and artisan industry and handicrafts 
cooperatives. They have also improved the system of legal norms for 
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asclening plans to the sectors, localities, and base-level units, an index

The present discussions, organiged by the State Planning Commission, of the 
draft national economy planning system and the setting of economic-technical 
norms are intended to gradually codify the basic mttere regarding the 
transformation of planning in the above-mentioned spirit. On the basis of 
the present System of National Economic Planning, we will promulgate plan- 
ning systems for the various spheres, sectors, and echelons, and advance to 
the drafting of a Legal Code of National Economy Planning, to serve as the 
core of the national Economic Code, 


The planning system is intimately related to the production, construction, 
commercial, and professional activities of the sectors, localities, and 
bases, Therefore, studying and drafting the System of National Economy 
Planning must be a common task of the ministries, sectors, party committees, 
and governmental administrations. The planning organs of the sectors and 
echelons are responsible for helping the party committees and governmental 
administrations to organize research, solicit the opinions of its sector or 
echelon, and contribute to the drafts, The System of National Economy 
Planning must truly crystallise the intelligence of the corps of economic 
Management cadres, the scientific-technical cadres, and the working masses 
throughout the nation. Only thereby can the systems develop their strength 
and effectiveness in actual practice, 


We emphasize the importance of the System of National Economic Flanning in 
omer to organize truly careful study. That system must correctly reflect 
the characteristics of our country's economy and be appropriate to the 
managerial requirements and capabilities, and to the capabilities of the 
apparata and cadres. We must firmly grasp those requirements, but not be 
perfectionist or make excessive demands. We must actively study it and 
submit it to the Council of Ministers for promulgation. During the course 
of its implementation it will be further perfected. 


This conference is being attended by many comrades who have been engaged in 
planning for many years; they have practical experience and all amently 
want to get our planning onto the right track. This conference on plan- 
ning begins 1980, a year with many glorious anniversary dates of our party 
and people, and a year which marks the 25th anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the State Planning Commiasion, which began planning in our country.

of the values of their assets. 


The purposes of gaining a good knowledge of our assets are to improve the 
management of our property and capital, to strengthen their protection and 
maintenance, and to uphold the responsibility of every one of us for the 
management of the state property. 


Based on this good knowledge of their assets, all units should work out 
plans and measures to put them to better use, to increase the output of 
their equipment and to bring into play their stocks of supplies and spare 
parts in order to step up production and turn out more products for society. 
All sectors and localities are required to gain a good knowledge of their 
current production capabilities so as to manage and use them well.

INCREASED OUTPUT OF EXPORT CONSUMER GOODS URGED

LText Under the conditions of an economy which is advancing from small- 
scale production to large scale socialist production and must simultaneously 
carry out three strategic missions ard meet three basic requirements -- im- 
proving the people's living conditions, strengthening national defense and 
defending the homeland, and building the material-technical bases of 
socialism -- the greatest difficulties with regard to exports are the lack 
of goods and our failure to meet the requirements of the world market with 
regard to quantity and quality. Those difficulties can be revolved ina 
fundamental manner only on the basis of promoting the development of pro- 
duction. In addition to endeavoring to create increasingly large quantities 
of exports from agriculture, forestry, fishing, etc., we must be very 
concerned with export goods produced by light industry. Within the scope 
of this article we will discuss matters regarding consumer goods for export. 


Promoting the Production of the Consumer Goods Industry and Developing 
Local Industry Create New Capabilities for Exports. 


The Sixth Plenum of the Party Central Committee concentrated on analyzing 
all aspects of the national economy, the living conditions of the people, 
the over-all situation of the nation, and the various aspects of economic 
management, social management, the ideological task, and the organizational 
task. It unanimously approved a resolution regarding the situation and 
urgent missions, and regarding the direction of the mission of developing 
the consumer goods industry and local industry. That resolution is a 
specific action program for the entire party, the entire army, and the 
entire popuiation for the next several years, in order to improve the 
economic situation and the social situation, stabilize the people's living 
conditions, improve management, coordinate the work of the state apparatus, 
the economic management apparatus, and all activities of the party organi- 
ations and mass associations, and assure that the nation maintains the 
highest degree of combat readiness and smashes the adventurism of the 
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acer ive warmongers within the Chinese ruling circles, while also promot- 


ing the three revolutions and enabling our soclaiist revolution to continue 
to advance along the line delineated by the Fourth Party Congress. 

With regard to the consumer goods industry and local industry, the party 
tae clearly indicated that developing their development is a very important 
miseion of all sectors and echelons, in both the short range and the long 


range, in peacetime as well as in wartime, in omer to implement the 
resolution of the Fourth Party Congress and fulfill the three common mie- 
slone in the new situation: tinereasing production and maintaining the 
people's living conditions, strengthening national defense and security and 
defending the homeland, and building the materilal-technical bases of 
socialism, 


The position and function of the consumer goods industry were defened by 
our party in ite economic line as meeting the needs of the people and the 
army, contributing to increasing exports and capital accumulation, by 
means of processing increase the utiligation value and monetary value of 
agricultural, forestry, and marine products and , along with agriculture, 
create a basic for giving “priority to the rational development of heavy 
industry.” The role of local industry is to fully utilige all sources of 
raw materials and labor in the locality, produce many goods to meet the 
local needs; contribute to meeting the needs of the nation and of export; 
combine industry with agriculture and the economy with national defense for 
from the very beginning and at the base level; help enable the national 
economy to develop uniformly, the mountain region to rapidly catch up with 
the lowlands, and the rural areas to edge closer to the cities; and doa 
good job of implementing the policy of the workeer-peasant alliance, the 
ethnic minority policy, and the party's line of national defense by all 
the people and people's war. 


With those positions and functions, during the recent period the consumer 
goods industry and local industry have contributed importantly to export. 
The ratio of the consumer goods industry and local industry in the export 
goods structure has accounted for a notable part of the total for many 
years. That has resulted from the all-out efforts of the consumer goods 
industry sector and the localities, and of the foreign trade sector, 
from the central level to the local level. But in production, as the 
Sixth Plenum of the Party Central Committee clearly indicated, the weak- 
nesses and deficiencies have been that the volume of goods exported has 
been small and has not yet been sufficient to balance the raw materials and 
equipment imported by the consumer goods industry and local industry 
themselves. We have not been able to create principal export goods that 
will take advantage of our strengths regariing raw materials, land, and 
labor, and the quality of many export goods has not kept up with the 
requirements of the world market, 


There are many reasons for that situation. In addition to the underlying 
objective reasons there are the subjective reasons that the sectors and 
echelons have not fully understood the role of the consumer goods industry 
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and iocai industry, especially artisan induatry and handicrafts, and still 
nave the attitude of depending on the central level and waiting for the 
importation of consumer goods and raw materiale with which to produce 
condumer goods, The problem of raw materials for production has not been 
well resolved, and adequate investment has not been mde to create a 

Stable source of agricultural raw materials. Planning and the drafting of 
ipecifie policies regarding organization and management are still tamly and 
beset with deficiencies, and are not very effective, 


“‘nerefore, after implementing the party's economic line and creating an 
economic structure that is appropriate to the period of transition from 
itMall-scale production to large-scale socialist production, the organiga- 
tion of the production process and management, and the stipulation of 
specific policies regarding distribution, circulation, and consumption, 
play a very important role by causing the production of the consumer goods 
industry and local industry to develop and creating many new capabilities 
‘or export. 


“iret, the capabliities for creating sources of export goods are becoming 
increasingly greater. 


For a long time now, due to difficulties and Limitations in production, 
consumer goods have not been taken very seriously. The product line is 
poor and the quality of many goods is not high, so the sectors, localities, 
and production bases have contributed little to export. And because of 
those difficulties, the structure of export goods does not yet reflect our 
strengths with regard to natural resources and iabor, 


Under the light of the resolution of the Sixth Penum of the Party Central 
Committee, the consumer foods industry and local industry will be developed 
comprehensively, with a structure that conists of sectors which process 
foodstuffs, catch and process marine products, produce tea and the various 
Kinds of soft drinks, produce pharmaceuticals, textiles, leather, goods, 
ready-made clothing, wood products, earthemware and porcelain, glass, metal 
consumer goods, rubber and plastic items, school supplies, etc. In the im 
immediate future, the sectors with urgent needs or requiring raw materials 
that are relatively easily obtained will be developed, along with the 
development of such principal export goods as shrimp; squid, tea, coffee, 
rubber goods, raw silk, textiles, ready-made clothing, and artistic handi- 
crafts. In organizing production the three economic components -- state, 
collective, and individual -- will be fully utilized and combined on 

large, medium, and small scales; there will be combining of handicraft, 
semi-mechanized and mechanized techniques; the central level will be 
combined with the local and base levels; and all sotial labor forces and 
natural resources in the nation, as well as all production capabilities of 
the economic, cultural, and national defense sectors will be fully 
utilized to produce consumer goods. 
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A number of long-standing problema which have not been well resolved and 
which have therefore influenced production will be overcome by means of 
now polletes and measures, The raw materials problem will be positively 
resolved along the lines of relying principally on increasing domestic 
production, while also endeavoring to import the various types of essential 
raw mteriais, rationally and economically utilizing the various types of 
principal maw materials, fully utiliging the various types of secondary 


products, ete. The economic policies will be changed or improved to make 
them appropriate to the new situation and mission, with the goal of 
stimulating production. Emphasis will be placed on resolving four kinds of 


important polleles: policies regarding local industry, artisan industry, 
nandicrafts, and circulation and distribution. The basic viewpoints of 
those policies are to fully utilige the various economic components; 
correctly combine the interests of society as a whole, the collective 
interests, and the interests of the individual worker; expand the right of 
initiative of sectors, localities, and base-level units with regard to 
production and commerce; and enable production to take off in accordance 
with the party line and the direction of the state plan, in omer to 
produce many goods for society while at the same time assuring that the 
itate controls the market and is able to purchase the products. Policies 
to stimulate the production of export goods will receive special attention. 
One of those policies is that the pricing of export goods will be based on 
the principle of assuring that the bases producing export goods will not 
only not suffer losses but will benefit more than if they produced goods 
for domestic consumption. The production bases, sectors, and localities 
will be allowed to use part of the foreign exchange earned by their export 
to import essential raw materials and materials. 


In addition to developing production on the basis of domestic labor and 
raw materials, our party has the policy of promoting international coopera- 
tion by producing goods on a contract basis, importing equipment and raw 
materials, exporting products, and participating in the COMECON programs 

to cooperate in the production of consumer goods. 


If those basic matters are realized, new development will be created for 
the production of the consumer goods industry and local industry, the 
steadily increasing needs of the people's lives will be met, and the export 
index will increase rapidly. The "take-off" of production, the increasing 
of production, and the gradual satisfaction of domestic consumption needs 
will be very important conditions for facilitating the mobilization and 
concentration of exports and for developing production, including the 
production of export goods, and will directly result in an increase in 
export volume, Furthermore, one of the three basic contents of the 
consumer policy during the coming period will be to encourage the use of 
consumer goods produced in our country and in the locality, and to set 
aSide high-quality products for export, which will facilitate the increas- 
ing of exports on the basis of products produced by the consumer goods 
industry and local industry. Those conditions will create new capabilities 
for developing exports, and the capability for increasing the volume of 
goods. 





nd, we my create a structure of consumer goods for export which is 
sppropriate to the economic conditions and capabilities and to our present 
foreign trade exchange requirements, 


/onsumer goods occupy a very important position in our export structure, 
But during recent years the ratio of consumer goods in the over-all export 
structure, as well as the ratios of each type of goods in the consumer 
goods export structure, have failed to reflect our country's plentiful 
labor, rich natural resources, and tropical agriculture, and have not met 
the quantitative and quailtative requirements of the world market. The 
implementation of the resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the Party Central 
vommittee wil help us to begin to overcome that situation, and we will be 
able to create a consumer goods structure that is appropriate to our 
present economic conditions and capabiiities and foreign trade exchange 
requirements, The structure of consumer goods for export may include the 
following types: 


Processed staple food and food products, There are many kinds of foods 
produced from starchy crops, such as the various kinds of noodles and 
vermicelli, We are now experiencing a rice shortage, but we have much 
manioc and ginger, and are capable of increasing our production of the 
various kinds of white beans and soybeans in order to produce such pro- 
ducts. The food industry produces a wide range of products, such as 
processed meat, frozen shrimp and fish, frozen pineapple, concentrated 
canned pineapple juice, sugar, cookies and candy, cooking oil, coffee, 
tobacco, spirits, etc. We are capable of producing such products. But in 
the immediate future the following products may be developed more strongly: 


Pineapples and the various products processed from it, the various kinds of 
frozen fruit, and the products for which there is much world demand and the 
production of which we are capable of increasing, especially in the culti- 
vation areas near ports, where there are favorable transportation condi- 
tions. 


Tea is a valuable export product, but only 40,000 to 50,000 hectares are 
planted in tea. By 1985 we can cultivate tea on 50,000 to 60,000 addition- 
al hectares, 


If we at the same time we practice intensive cultivation and combine pro- 
duction with processing we can produce additional tens of thousands of tons 
of processed tea for export. 


Tobacco is also a valuable export. We have favorable soil and climate, and 
in many areas our people are accustomed to growing it. If there are 
adequate plans and policies regarding the supplying of staple food and 
prices, by 1985 we can increase the tobacco acreage to between 50,000 and 
60,000 hectares, and tens of thousands of tons will be available for 
export. 
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RUA , readyemade clothing, Snoes and sandals, ie@atner goods, rubber 
oods, wooden Ltems, and sports and physical education equipment. With 
regard to textlies and ready-made clothing, during recent years we have 
exported reiatively large quantities of them, in comparison to many other 
ood, In producing such goods we have an advantage with regard to labor 
and it ils not vey difficult to train people in such trades. If we make 
idequate investment, combined with promoting domestic production and 
Xpanding the international cooperation and contracting-out forms, within 
bout years tne export indices regarding those products may increase 2,5 
times over the present rates. 


Aithough the present export indices of shoes, sandals, leather goods, and 
rubber goods are still low, and our material-technical bases for producing 
them are otlll weak, we have the necessary raw materials and labor, so many 
countries want to cooperate with us in producing them or to purchase such 
goods from us, and we are capable of strongly developing their production. 


We are also capable of developing the production of wooden items, physical 
education and sports equipment, porcelain and glass, and of increasing 
their export indices in order to meet the demands of foreign markets. 


Many different kinds of handicrafts and artistic goods may be exported, but 
if we concentrate on such principal products as the various kinds of rugs, 
embroideried goods artistic goods (pottery, porcelain ware, lacquer ware, 
silver, tortoise shell items, carved items, and ivory), w ven rattan and 
bamboo, etc., the import indices may increase by about 15 percent a year. 
We have the labor and raw materials capabilities to develop such goods, and 
the development of production for export affects economic and social life 
in many ways, by providing jobs for many people of working age in the urban 
and rural areas, increasing the workers' incomes, contributing to the 
consolidation of agricultural cooperatives, developing the traditional 
trades and creating new trades, etc. 


Pharmacenticals, alcohol-based medicines, and ointments for the production 
of which we have raw materials and labor advantages, and which we can 
produce by ourselves or in cooperation with foreign countries. Our 
pharmaceuticals sector is producing the various kinds of cold remedy 
ointments and olls, cough drops, and throat lozenges, and in the near 
future can export medicinal tea, laxatives, tonics, and othe pharmaceuti- 
CaisS. 


,onSumer metal goods and many different kinds of household electronic 
goods and electronic assemblies, the principal types of which include 
bicycles, electric fans, sewing machines, trade tools, faucets, s»ower 
neads, lavatory components, household electrical goods, electronic assen- 


dbiles, etc., are products which we are capable of producing, or of producing 
On a contracted-out basis for foreign countries, in order to export then. 
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With our market advantages and our production strengths, and with the 

light of the present Central Committee Llluminating the way, we can create 
increasingly larger quantities of consumer goods within that product 

line. But in addition we must clearly recognize a number of problems in 
omer to find ways to overcome and resolve thems the material-technical 
bases of the consumer goods industry and local industry are still very 
omail and are not fully equipped, so only if production for export overcome 
comes many difficulties can it meet the quantitative and qualitative needs 
of the world market; there are difficulties regarding raw materials which 
in which we are not self-sufficient, for we do not have industrial sectors 
to Create such raw materials for consumer goods production, such as ferrous 
metals, plastics, synthetic fibers, etc.; and the technical and trade skill 
levels of our workers are not high enough for the production of some 
products, and our managerial level is still low, 


Third, we are capable of adding many additional sectors, production bases, 
localities, and workers for the production of export goods. The Fourth 
Party Congress clearly pointed out the strategic significance of exports 
with regard to the process of economic construction and development in our 
country and confirmed that participation in export activities is a respon- 
sibility of the sectors and echelons and of all producers. When we review 
the recent period we see that in addition to realizing more and more 
profoundly the significance of exports, the sectors, echelons, and produc- 
tion bases have made great efforts and contributed positively to this 
important economic task. 


But, in general, that transformation has not been strong. In the production 
of the consumer goods industry and local industry the transformation in 
consciousness, in many places, at many times, and with regard to many 
specific products, has not been clearly mar.ifested in action. In other 
words, the import index \|s still low, the quality of many types of goods is 
not high, and initiative and creativity in endeavoring to attain the export 
plan have not been clearly manifested. There are many reasons for that 
Situation, including the problems the directions and measures for resolving 
which are set forth in the resolution of the recent Central Committee 
plenum, in the form of strong actions regarding planning, policy, organiza- 
tion, and management. 


In dealing with the role, position, and function and function of the con- 
sumer goods industry and local industry, that resolution included a 
provision which included the increasing of exports. That proves that 
increasing sources of goods in order to promote exports is an inevitable 
objective requirement and a responsibility of all production sectors, 
localities, and bases. That responsibility is manifested in drafting and 
implementing the export plan norms, in carrying out the policies and 
measures regarding the setting aside of land, labor, capital, and production 
means for the production of export goods, and in implementing the policies 
and systems regarding exports, including the present policy of encouraging 
the use of products produced in or country or in the locality, while 
setting aside the high-quality products for export. At the same time, the 
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suthnority of the production sectors, the localities, and production bases 


has been clearly stated in the form of policies and systems that have been 
amended and improved, Our economic policies have for a long time failed to 
strongly stimulate production, including the production of export goods. 


On the other hand, production has often been held back because of the lack 
of appropriate policies, The resolution of the Central Committee stresses 
the necessity of applying the economic laws of socialism, while also 
Knowing how to correctly apply the law of value, which still plays an 
important role in our country's commodity production, along the lines of 
correctly combining the three kinds of benefit -- benefit to society as a 
whole, collective benefit, and benefit to the individual producers -- and 
pay adequate attention to he benefit of the collectives and the producers. 
Expanding the right of the bases, localities, and bases to take the 
initiative in production and commerce will enable production to "take off" 
ln correct atrc’uance with the party line and the state plans, in order to 


have ma ‘. for society. To encourage and promote the production of 
expol ric ‘es have been improved in many ways. For example: 

The state | orices of export goods must be based on unified national 
prices, aii .t: Laxes must be collected. With regard to export goods 


which must be 9° nigh quality, or which can bring in much foreign exchange 
(especially tcra curriencies), they must be purchased at higher prices in 
order to encouraywe the produces, 


The level of enterprise profits for export goods will be higher than those 
for domestic goods. 


The policy to using exports to make up for imports is gradually being 
implemented. In the immediate future the sectors, localities, and bases 
will be allowed to use about 10 percent of the planned export earnings and 
about 50 percent of the export earnings beyond the plan to import the 
necessary raw materials and materials. 


Furthermore, the enterprise combines and specialized corporations of the 
production sectors, the local export corporations, and bases with large 
export indices will be allowed to establish direct relations with foreign 
markets, under the guidance of the Ministry of Foreign Trade with regard to 
law, policies, foreign trade matters, etc. 


In view of the above matters, in making appropriate, specific stipulations 
to encourage and compel the production sectors, localities, and bases to 
produce expurts, it is necessary to combine a division of labor within our 
country with international division-of-labor, cooperation, and exchange, in 
order to contribute to the economic construction and development of each 
ctor, locality, and base, while also contributing to the industrializa- 
tion of our country. The clear determination and implementation of 
autnority and responsibility within an organizational structure and by 
means of specific policies is a condition for creating capabilities for 
increasingly larger numbers of production sectors, localities, and bases to 
participate in exporting.

framework of a Single country and formed a limitless number of economic,

Those are favorable objective conditions without which small-scale produc- 
tion cannot advance directly to socialism. Therefore, the expansion of 
foreign economic ties, especially with the Soviet Union and the COMECON 
countries, must be a component part of our economic line and strategy and 
an extremely important basis on which to advance our country's economy 
rapidly to large-scale, modern production. It is necessary to set aside 
some of our workers and raw materials to participate in the division of 
labor and economic cooperation within the socialist community, and to 
establish contacts and expand exchanges with the world market. Exports and 
imports are matters of strategic importance with regard to an economy, and 
are becoming even more pressing with regard to economic development in our 
country.’ * 


Witn regard to the consumer good: industry and local industry, we must 
promote the production of export goods in order to assure the importation 
of sufficient amounts of raw materials and equipment necessary for those 
sectors, while also meeting some of the import needs of the economy. As 
far as the production of the consumer goods industry and local industry are 
concerned, one of our strengths at present is our plentiful labor force. 
But in order to produce, in addition to labor it is essential that there be 
means of production, especially labor tools, raw materials, and materials. 
With regard to the consumer goods industry, there are many different types, 
both simple and complicated, which depend on the labor characteristics of 
each trade and area, and some of which we do not ye produce. If they are 


highly effective in production, they must be imported. The same is true

AGRLCULTURE MINISTRY ISSUES GUIDANCE ON LAND USE

‘Text ] Today's NHAN DAN frontpages a guideline issued by the Ministry of 
Agriculture on how to encourage the fullest use of agricultural land. 


The guideline points out: On 10 September 1979, the Council of Ministers 
issued Decisiou 318-CP on how to en.ourage the fullest use of agricultural 
land. This is a policy of special importance which practically helps 


promote agricultural production in accordance with the spirit of the 
resolution of the Sixth Party Central Committee Plenum. 


Today, after two production seasons, it has been proven that this decision 
has really motivated the people and all levels and sectors to actively 

and zealously engage in production, thereby contributing to overcoming 

the difficulties regarding grain and food supplies during the recent 
pre-harvest months. Many localities have implemented this decision in a 
creative manner and have obtained good results, despite the prolonged 

cold spell and drought in the recent winter season. 


in the northern provinces, almost 360,000 hectares were put under winter 
crops in 1979, the largest area ever and an increase of nearly 90,000 
hectares over 1978. Of this area, 78,000 hectares were lert out to 
cooperative members. According to figures provided by seven provinces, 
18,000 hectares of cropland which had been allowed to lie fallow for one 
season each year, and nearly 120,000 hectares of completely uncultivated 
land, have been put into production. Seedbeds, land reserved for construc- 
tion projects but still unused, and land reclaimed from ponds and lakes 

are also being put to the fullest use for production purposes. 


Along with these achievements and positive aspects, there have also been 
some shortcomings in the implementation of the decision. A number of 
localities have only concentrated on winter crop production instead of 
naying attention to all the six categories of land of which fullest 
should be encouraged as stipulated by the decision. There have been 
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some irrationalities in the implementation of the government policy in 
contracting or lending out land and in encouraging and supporting the 
planting of winter crops, and this has caused misunderstanding and 
affected internal solidarity. The interests of the state, the cooperative 
and the cooperative member have not yet been correctly meshed and 
partiality has still prevailed, a situation which has given rise to 
reticence, anxiety, laxity in management, failure to keep to schedule, 
and so ferth. In some isolated cases, a number of localities have 
arbitrarily burnt forests to create upland fields and distributed arable 
land to cooperative members for long-term production projects while 
Keeping very little for collective production efforts. 


In order to satisfactorily implement Decision 318-CP, the Ministry of 
Agriculture provides guidance in a number of specific questions divided 
into two major groups: First, questions which must be firmly grasped 
in lending out land; and, second, the need to satisfactorily ensure 

the relationship of the interests of the state, the cooperative and 
the producer. 


The Ministry of Agriculture also provides guidance for some tasks which 
should be immediately carried out to determine the purposes and forms 
of lending out land for winter crop planting, and to put into use land 
which is normally allowed to lie fallow during one season each year, 
completely uncultivated land, seedbeds, agricultural land reserved for 
construction purposes but still unused, and land reclaimed from ponds 
and lakes.

Dong Thap, 
An Gian, and Lam Dong provinces have planted rice on almost all of the 
acreage while Cuu Long, An Giang, Thuan Hai, Tay Ninh and Tien Giang 
provinces ha.» been able to achieve from 10 to 0 percent of the planned 
target. 


“Another noteworthy point is that last week, while waterlogging was still 
being reported in a number of areas, some provinces were short of water 
for ricefields with Nghe Tinh Province reported to have more than 

40,000 hectares of rice now in need of water.” 


As for che cultivation of autumn vegetables, subsidiary food crops and 
industrial crops, the sowing schedule is already over and the country, 
as reported by the General Statistics Department, has been able to sow 
only 430,000 hectares or so, or more than 10,009 hectares fewer than the 
same period last year. 


With regard to animal husbandry, over the past 10 days, epidemics have 
broken out in many areas. Especially, pasteurellosis has spread in the 
low-lying districts of Ha Nam Ninh Province, killing thousands of hogs. 


In the period ahead, the northern provinces must strive to complete 
planting l0th-month rice during August while the southern provinces 

must concentrate on accelerating the planting of lOth-monti rice and the 
harvest of summer-fall rice in conjunction with efforts to make necessary 
preparations against floods.

"HANOL RADLO' REVIEWS PROGRESS IN FOOD PRODUCTION

Fatherland”) 


[Summary] Since the founding of the SRV 35 years ago, we have made great, 
all-round achievements on the agricultural front, especially in the 
production of grain--the key factor in judging a country's agriculture. 
Perhaps no one among us can forget tue great famine of 1945 which took 
the lives of 2 million Vietnamese as broken dikes resulted in the flooding 
of 350,000 hectares of ricefielcs in nine provinces of the Bac Bo delta 
and a reduction in the l0th-month rice output of 50 percent. Responding 
to President Ho Chi Minh's call to step up production, our people over- 
came the famine and in the years that followed, fighting the aggressors 
while engagirg in production, they not only achieved self-sufficiency 

in grain and food but also promptly channeled aid in the form of manpower 
and materials to the frontline to contribute to defeating French colonialien. 


Since liberation day, under the socialist system, new rice varieties have 
been introduced and advanced intensive cultivation techniques have replaced 
backward cultivation habits. "In 1967, the year when the war of destruction 
waged by the U.S. aggressors under the Johnson administration was reaching 
its peak, a per-hectare rice yield of 5 tons was achieved on 26.2 percent 
of the double cropped area. In 1974 the entire north achieved a 5-ton 
per-hectare rice yield on all the double cropped area.” 


An important success in grain production is the introduction of new rice 
varieties for the 5th-month-spring rice season, which has increased both 
rice yield and production and at the same time created conditions for 
planting the third crop--the winter crop. "At present the winter crop is 
becoming a main crop covering more than 300,000 hectares. It can add 
hundreds of thousands of tons of grain to the courtry's annual grain output.” 


Under the U.S.-puppet regime, southern agriculture was cotally dependent 
on foreign countries and millions of tons of rice was imported annually. 
"Since the total liberation of the south, the peasants have reclaimed 
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virgin and fallow land and put under cultivation hundreds of thousands 
of hectares, They hav’ overcome shortages of raw material, fuel and 
fertiliser to grow the winter=-spring and summer-fall crops on 1,3 million 
hectares,” The lOth-month rice crop is Veing expanded with the gradual 
replacement of the old long-term, low-yield varieties with new insect- 
resistant, short-term high-yield ones, 


"In 1979, although agricultural production was beset with many difficulties 
resulting from both natural and enemy-caused calamities, grain output 
still increased by 2.5 million tons over 1975—-the first year in which the 
entire country embarked on socialist construction--and increased more than 
two-fold as compared with 1943-<a year o1 normal production before the 
revolution, This represente a relatively high rate of development as 
compared with many other countries in Southeast Asia." 








Comparing 1943 to 1979, grain output has increased two-fold, whereas 

the population increased by more than 2.4 times. Thus, the per-capita 
grain output annually decreased because of the high rate of population 
growth. “However, the achievements scored on the agricultural production 
front over the past 35 years have not been in line with our country's 
great potential in land weather, climate and manpower." 


By satisfactorily carrying out the resolution of the party Central 
Committee's sixth plenum and the recently issued party and state policies 
on promoting agricultural production, we can firmly solve the problems 
of grain and food in the years ahead.

[Text ) Hanoi VNA August 24-<Viet Nam hae built a water works system 
capable of irrigating 1,684,000 hectares of cultivated land (1,187,000 
hectares in the north and 496,000 hectares in the south) and draining 
720,000 hectares. 


Only after the country won back independence in September 1945 did water 
conservation receive due attention and develop to meet the needs of 
agricultural production. In almost 100 years of French domination, only 
some small irrigation works were built to water 200,000 hectares. These 
projects, moreover, were heavily devastated during the war of resistance 
against French colonialism. 


After the north was liberated in 1954, a three-year state plan for 
economic restoration (1955-1957) was put into effect. Within the first 
55 days, North Viet Nam farmers, with the assistance of other people, 
restored the war-ravaged irrigation works. 


in the fight against the U.S. air war of destruction in the north 
(1964-1972), the Vietnamese people and their armed forces courageously 
fought against the aggressors while striving to restore irrigation 
projects seriously damaged by U.S. aircraft, for example the Cong Lan 
project in Thai Binh Province and Bai Thuong dam in Thanh Hoa Province, 
and they built many new water works. 


Before the liberation of South Viet Nam, the north had built 31 major 
pumping stations each with a capacity of 20,000 or more cubic metres per 
hour, 1,030 medium or small-sized stations including nearly 3,900 assorted 
pumps, 79 water conservancy systems, and thousands of reservoirs in 
mountainous and midland provinces. 


The irrigation work has progressed rapidly since South Viet Nam was 


liberated (April 30, 1975). Im ite Second Five-Year State Plan 
(1976-1980), the country allocated 2,400,000,000 dong (Vietnamese currency) 
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to nation wide irrigation development, double that of the previous 20 years 
(1954-1975), Farmers and other people in the south have contributed 

tens of millions of workdays to renovating many major war-devastated 
projects including the [word indistinct) Trinh dam in the central coastal 
province of Quang Nam-Danang and the Dong Cam hydraulic project in 

Phu Khanh Province and constructing many new irrigation canals and 

ditches, Over the past five years, southern farmers have built * any major 
and emall worke to irrigate 490,000 more hectares and drain an additional 
20,000 hectares of tilled land. 


Almost 52,000 cadres and ekilled workers have been trained eo far for 
irrigation work including nearly 12,700 engineers and technicians, many 
of whom have post-graduate degrees. 


Thanks to irrigation and drainage networks, many regions in the Red River 
delta which were subjected to flood and water logging in the past have 

been turned into fertile areas specializing in rice, vegetables, subsidiary 

food crops and industrial plants. On the other hand, irrigation has 

helped the successful application of scientific and technical innovations 

in agricultural production, thus contributing to raising the productivity 

of rice and other food crops. 


Before the August 1945 revolution, just over 17,000 hectares in Binh Luc 
District in the Red River delta province of Ha Nam Ninh, were put under 
summer rice with an annual output of from 1.3 to 1.4 tonnes per hectare. 
Thanks to the district'sgood irrigation system, these areas have been 
turned into double-crop rice fields (summer and autumn crops) with 
annual output of more than five tonnes per hectare. 


Rice output in North “iet Nam in 1939, the best year for agriculture in 
French time, reached only one and a half tonnes per hectare. Today rice 
output in northern provinces averages 4.5 tonnes per hectare per year. 


Viet Nam has also extended its cooperation in this field with many socialist 
and other countries. It has received considerable assistance from the 
Soviet Union and other socialist and the friendly countries and from 
international organizations.

[Text] Hanoi VNA August 23--The Vietnamese chemical industry took shape 
shortly after the end of the patriotic struggle against French colonialism 
in 1954, During the following resistance to U.S. aggression in northern 
Viet Nam, most bases of the embryonic industry were heavily damaged by 
enemy air raids. It was not until “he end of this war in 1975 and the 
integration of chemical works in both northern and southern Viet Nam into 
70 factories and enterprises that the chemical industry really became 

a basic economic branch in socialist industrialization. 


Now the chemical industry includes a string of factories producing 
fertilizers, insecticides, essential chemicals and consumer goods. 


The fertilizer factories, which produce chiefly mineral fertilizer from 
apatite from the Lao Cai apatite mine have supplied agriculture with from 
250,000 to 500,000 tonnes a year. Apart from the centrally run fertilizer 
factories such as the Lam Thao superphosphate factory with a capacity of 
200,000 tonnes per year, the Van Dien phosphate fertilizer factory with 

a capacity of 60,000 tonnes per year and the Ha Bac nitrogenous fertiliser 
plant with a capacity of 60,000 tonnes per year, many provinces and districts 
have built their own workshops making pulverized apatite for local 
agricultural production. 


The insecticide factories and enterprises produce 15 kinds of products with 
a total output of 10,000 tonnes per year. 


These chemical factories produce large quantities of consumer goods and 
materials for other industries such as plastic and rubber articles, 
paint, ink, batteries, accumulators, solders, oxygen, acetylen, water 
and gas pipes, conveyors, bicycle and automobile tyres, and other rubber 
automobile parts. Other chemical products include essential oils, resin, 
oil of turpentine, etc. 


With the assistance of the Soviet Union and other member countries of the 
Council for Mutual Economic Assistance, new chemical establishments are 
being built in Viet Nam including a petro-chemical complex and a complex 
for producing essential chemicals.
